momwv—A PRACTICAL REMEDY FOR ANTI-SEMITISM. 


Sir.—It must be evident even to the most superficial observer, that the 
malarial epidemic of anti-Semitism is alarmingly on the increase in extent and 
virulence. 

It cannot, therefore, be inopportune to open a discussion as to its origin, 
symptoms, and curative treatment. 

As to its origin, there can be little doubt that in the past, as in the present, 
the exceptional advantages, physical, intellectual and moral, which J udaism 
confers upon its adherents, are, and ever have been, at the bottom of Gentile 
animosity towards the Jewish race. 

The self-restraint that is ineulcated by the Mosaic Dispensation, of the 
inherited advantages of which the most indifferent nominal Jew of the day has 
not succeeded in utterly divesting himself, has endowed the race with character- 
istics, the possession of which our greatest adversaries envy US. 

The Jew, placed in the same position as his non-Jewish fellow-man, exhibits 
greater powers of endurance implying increased tenacity of purpose, frugality. 
temperance and morality, which are the very essence of well-being and success, 
That these inestimable benefits are attributable to a rigid observance for centu- 
ries past of the restrictive regulations of his distinctive faith, the Jew of the 
present day is lamentably apt to forget. Not so, however, 1s it with his Gentile 
neighbour, who, admitting the Jew’s superiority in life's varied competitions, 
regards the Jew’s very virtues asa justification for un-Christianly and uncharitable 
efforts to suppress what is represented as a foreign element. The symptoms of 
anti-Semitism thus engendered are only too apparent. | They cannot be mis- 
taken, varied as may be the aspects they assume. 

Crass envy may be regarded as the symptomatic source of the moral 
malady with which the Jew, racially or facially recognisable, has to contend. 

Thus, having traced the evil to its source, what is the suggested remedy ? 
First let the Jew cast off those objectionable habits which are calculated to 
aggravate the prejudices that prevail against him, for which he will find ample 
warrant and injunction in the dicta of his neglected teachers of old. 

They aptly ask : “ Which is the right path for a man to choose ?” and they 
reply : “ That which is an honour to him who follows it, and which will win 
recognition from his fellow-men.” 

This admirable injunction conscientiously obeyed, the rebel crew of Jewish 
money-lenders, and those pursuing equally objectionable callings, would cease to 
be, and the finger of scorn no longer be pointed, however unjustly, at the co 
munity at large. ; 

Thus the microbe that engenders the grim disease by which we are assailed 
might at least be scotched, if not quite killed. The environment by which its 
spread is promoted might be cleared by a return to the ancient Biblical require- 
ment of “ walking humbly” before Heaven. . 

The absence of glaring ostentation, flaunting success before the eyes of all 
beholders, and the substitution of a more modest demeanour in lieu of the too 


marked rush into prominence exhibited by so many of our race, would go far to 


mitigate the violence of the Jew’s only too observant adversary. 

My chief practical suggested remedy, however, for the all-pervading malady 
is the Rabbinical institution of MSMW’—commercial and professional association 
with non-Jews. | 

Just as the English in- general are the objects of envious dislike by other 
nations because of their heretofore greater commercial success, so are the Jews 
hated for a like cause by their Gentile neighbours. Such envy would be effec- 
tually laid at rest if partnerships were entered into between Jew and Christian 
to the equal advantage of both. Their material interests would thereby 
become identical, and each successful Jew thereby acquire a Christian defender 
when rendered the object of unjust attack. Such association would not only 
promote a better understanding between Jew and Gentile, but also prove promo. 
tive of a return to strict Sabbath observance, upon which the permanence of our 
sacred faith depends. For the Rabbis, ina spirit of true humanity, which has 
ever been characteristic of our creed, have laid down regulations which enable 
Jew and Christian, as members of one firm, each to observe his respective 
‘Sabbath, without the Jew’s infringing to the smallest extent upon the require- 
ments of his religious Code. 

I fervently trust that my ideas may fall upon a fructifying soil\yielding 
rich blessings to the community at large.

FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


A Tragic Development. 


We refer elsewhere to the confession by Colonel Henry of having forged 
the letter of “October,” 1896, his arrest and his suicide whilst confined as a 
prisoner in Mont Valérien. The arrest of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry, head of 
the espionage department of the War Office, followed on his confession that he 
himself wrote.a letter purporting to be from the Military Attaché at one of the 
Embassies, which was recently cited by M. Cavaignac in the Chamber as a con- 
clusive proof of the guilt of Dreyfus. The letter was to the effect that the 
writer, if questioned, would say that he had never had any relations with 
Dreyfus, and he advised the person to whom he was writing to say the same, as 
nobody must ever learn what had happened with him. The discovery of the 
forgery was due to an inquiry set on foot by M. Cavaignac, the Minister of War, 
who, when the authenticity of the document was disputed, entrusted an officer of 
his own staff with unlimited powers for the investigation of the Dreyfus ques- 
tion. The Paris Correspondent of the 7%mes expresses the opinion that Major 
Esterhazy was the author of the famous bordereau, the materials for which were 
supplied to him by Colonel Henry ; and that when Colonel Picquart began his 


investigation Colonel Henry contrived the forgery just discovered with a view 


of paralysing his efforts. 

These dramatic incidents have created a profound sensation throughout 
France. Already General de Boisdeffre, Chief of the Staff at the War Office, 
has resigned. Further developments—leading, it is hoped, to revision of the 
Dreyfus trial—are confidently anticipated. | 


| Paris, THURSDAY, 

According to the Figaro, it is very possible that a decree will be issued con- 
voking an extraordinary session of Parliament. The appointment of a 
Commission of inquiry, adds the journal, is even spoken of. The Gaulois 
announces that the President of the Republic, who was to have left for Havre 
yesterday evening, has postponed his departure. 

All the newspapers continue to comment on the events leading up to 
the arrest and suicide of Colonel Henry. The Svécle, Aurore, and other 
journals, which have never ceased to agitate in favour of the revision of 
the Dreyfus trial are extravagant in their expressions of triumph, and affect to’ 
regard revision as already decided upon in principle. The newspapers which 
have taken the other side, although they do not conceal their chagrin at this 
fresh scandal, nevertheless protest their unalterable belief in the honour of the 
army and the justice of the community.— Reuter, 


The New Algerian Decrees. Po 


Le Journal Officiel publishes a Ministerial report to the President of the 
Republic on the new decree re-organising the Algerian Consistory, which contains 
the following observations :— 


In France the Israelite population does not exceed 71,000 souls, in presence of a 


Christian population of 38 millions. Every consistorial circumscription, Paris excepted, 


corresponds to a group of aboat 2,000 Israelites. In Algeria, according to the Census of 
1831, the resident Israelite population, not reckoning a sufficiently numerous floating popu- 
lation in which the foreign element predominates, rises to the figure of 48,763,in presence 
of 318.137 French, and 211,580 foreigners belonging to various Christian countries, with 
3,704,000 native Mussulmans. These 48,763 Israelites, divided into three circumscriptions, 
which correspond to the three Algerian departments, would represent an average of more 
than 16,000 persone per consistory, that is to say eight times more than in France. If this 
number is not attained in Constantinople, it is surpassed in Algiers (17,000), and Oran 
(22,000). The power of the Israelite consistories, from the point of view of the territory 
which they embrace, and the religious population which is submitted to them, is therefore 
much greater in Algeria than in France. 

In addition, the revenues, which are based upon religious traditions, particularly the 
tax called “ knife duty” (droit du couteau),imposed upon kosher meat (viande Kascher), 
place at the disposal of these religious establishments considerable sums, of which the 
consistories make use chiefly for the assistance of indigent Israelites. Thus they perform 
the function of bureaux de bienfaisance for a considerable part of the population, contrary 
to the principle regulating public charity in France which confines religious establishments 
to ecclesiastical duties. | 

In Algeria, the group ‘of about 2,000 Israelites, contemplated by the ordinance of 
1844 as the base of a national organization of consistories, corresponds rather to the 
arrondissement than the department. In arrondissements where the exceptional 
density of the Israelite population should sensibly exceed this average, and attain 10,000 
two consistories should be capable of being established by decree of the Governor 
general in council. The department should only be preserved as an ecclesiastical unit in 
the following cases : (1) When the notables have to select delegates for the election of the 
Chief Rabbi of the Central Consistory ; (2) when they have to select a lay member of 
this consistory. ‘The Algerian reform should remain without influence upon the yee 
tion of the Central Consistory of Paris, to which all the consistories of France and Algeria 
are subordinate. | : 

Applying these principles, the tariff of special revenues, which Israelite consistories 
of communities collect to apply the amount for the assistance of their indigent 
coreligionists, must be approved in future by the civil authorities. The sums resulting 
will be applied, after the necessary deductions for the expenses of worship, to the bureaux 
de bienfaisance for special application to the assistance of indigent Israelites, in whose 
interest they are received. If by possibility the administrators of the bureaux de 
hienfaisante did not observe this imperative rule, they would incur the penalties imposed 
upon trustees of public funds, without prejudice to the administrative measures which 
might be taken to ensure the special application of their funds.

Colonel Picquart and Maitre Leblois. 


Colonel Picquart, who is again suffering imprisonment for his noble and 
Conscientious intervention in the Dreyfus affair, was born in 1854, and entered 
the school of Saint Cyr at 26 years of age. At34he was chief of a battalion 
had Brevet Staff rank, and the Legion of Honour. He had made several 

rilliant campaigns, After having been professor at the School of War, he 
entered the General Staff in December, 1893, and was afterwards appointed to 
the direction of the Intelligence Department. Finally he was selected for the 
office of Lieutenant-Colonel, being the youngest man in the French Army who 
held that rank, In 1894 he was officially designated to attend the Court-martial 
upon Dreyfus. When at a later date doubts entered his mind as to the guilt of

Semitic press campaign, has now formally applied for copies of certain deposi- 


tions, but the object he has in view does not yet appear. 


Another Letter from M. Trarieux. 


M. L. Trarieux, Senator of the Gironde, former Minister of Justice, Presi- 
dent of the League for the Defence of the Rightsof Man and of the Citizen, has 
written, in the form of a letter to M. Cavaignac a powerful argument in favour 
of the revision of the Dreyfus trial. It is difficult to abridge, satisfactorily, this 
closely reasoned, yet clearly worded document. Commenting on the Minister of 
War's omission to discuss in his speech the question of legal or illegal 
— at the trial, Trarieux compares the silence of General 

ercier, General Billot and M. Méline on the question whether documents 
not shown to the accused were submitted to the court-martial with 
their readiness to see on other phases of the question and refers to the circum- 
stantial recital in Eclair of 
Dreyfus papers, and the evidence of Maitre Demange, Mr. Stock, the publisher, 
Colonel Picquart, who attended the trial of Dreyfus as representative of the 
then Minister of War, and M. Gabriel Monod. He observes that the discussion 
on procedure would be unprofitable were there no miscarriage in result, and 
invites his colleague in the Republican party to follow him in a detailed exami- 
nation of the documents read by M. Cavaignac himself in Parliament. He makes 
the same comment which was made in these columns at the time on the singular 
fact that written betrayals of State secrets extending over six years existed at 
the War Office. He observes that Dreyfus, who was but two years at the office of 
the Staff, must have been a stranger, to two-thirds of these acts of treachery. He 
dwells with satisfaction on'the abandoment by M. Cavaignac, as by the prose- 
cutor at the trial, of those alleged charges of evil life which were pressed into 
the act of accusation. [We may remark here that M. Bruneti¢re himself has 
lately confessed in a letter to Le Siécle that he finds the act of accusation 
insufficiently convincing.] He tells the story of a former President of the 
Republic who on being shewn the letter, “ that scoundrel D.” wittily exclaimed : 
‘Ts it not Develle or Dupuy?” [These were well-known public men, and the 
President, we believe, was M. Casimir-Perier.} He discusses the text of a letter 
(je dirai que jumais j avais des relations avee ce Jui), and observes that it refers 
to a person who is treated with contempt, and, therefore, not to Captain 
Dreyfus. He shews how needless it was for the members of neighbouring 
Embassies who had kept silence for two years to make a formal pact in writing 
in 1896, just before the Castelin pitaciall ation not to betray the secrets which 
had been concealed since at least 1894. Many other criticisms are suggested, 
among them one founded on the bad French of the document, composed by a 
forger, who overshot the mark and made an educated foreign diplomatist write 
in barbarous gibberish. M. Trarieux reealls that undoubted examples of forgery 
have been revealed in these proceedings, made-up photographs, letters from the 


‘German Emperor, the letter signed Speranza, the documents published by 


Rochefort, and the calm invention of /' Kelair, which, in publishing long before 
it was officially revealed, one of the documents under discussion substituted for 
the neutral initial ‘“D” the word “ Dreyfus ” in so many letters. 
As tothe pretended avowal M. Trarieux convincingly shews that the words 
of Dreyfus referred to an interview with Du Paty de Clam mentioned to in a 
letter written by Dreyfus about the time of his condemnation. Six days after his 
condemnation Du Paty de Clam asked him, saying he did so by direction of the 
War Minister, whether he had not innocently given up documents as a. bait to 
get more important. One piece of significance in this conversation is that it 
shows Du Paty or General Mercier doubtful, even after the condemnation, 
whether it was justified. Another is that it suggests that Dreyfus’s monologue 
heard by Lebrun Renault was, “If I had used documents as a bait I would have 
ot something in return,” and that it referred to this suggestion of Du Paty. 
{. Trarieux points out that part of the same speech of Dreyfus was “I am 
innocent. The Minister knows it. He sent Du Paty to say so,” and that the 
whole speech must be taken together. M.Trarieux, quotes the case of Admiral 
Byng and the refusal of Richelieu’s evidence. He urges M. Cavaignac to apply 
to the foreign powers which know the facts. He ends by reminding his 
Republican associate of the political parties masqued behind the Dreyfus 
Case, namely anti-Semitism, a form of religious intolerance, exaggerated 
nationalism, neo-Boulangism ; and asks whether France is to recoil a century 
before “the terror of the anti-Semites, already masters of Algeria.” 


Bibliography.

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THE GENERAL SITUATION OF THE JEWS.

ADDRESS DELIVERED BY DR. MAX NORDAU, 
AT THE BASLE CONGRESS. 
ON SUNDAY, AUGUST 281TH, 


Again the task has been allotted to me to furnish a synopsis of the genera] 
situation of the Jewish race. It is an ungrateful task, «s it compels me to repeat 
myself. What I have to say to-day is not essentially different from what I said 
last year. Nowhere have things become better, and in some places they have 
become worse. 


The Situation in Russia. 


In Russia there has hardly been any change ; the effects of the law excluding | 


Jews from trading as publicans are felt more severely. The road to the higher 
educational institutions has been more narrowed and rendered more difficult still 
to the Jew. One of the highest dignitaries of the Empire had an interview 
with the deputation of a Jewish philanthropic institution which has become 
famous. In this interview, he recognised in flattering expressions the excellent 


qualities of our race. He admitted the frightful situation of the Jews within 


the Pale, and deplored it with touching notes of feeling. Deeply moved, he 
expressed also a conviction that the misery must augment every year, but added 


with poignant grief that out of regard for the poor defenceless orthodox Russian . 


nation, it was impossible, in spite of Christian charity, to grant in Russia to the 
Jews, whose superiority is too dangerous, the right of settling everywhere and 
of acquiring knowledge. 


Roumania. 


In Roumania, the Government has closed the State Schools to the Jews. 
Not only from their body, but also from their soul food must be withheld. The 
people, one heart and one mind with their Government, looted and destroyed 
Jewish shops at Bucharest and Galatz. I say the people, not the mob; for 
among the aggressors there were numbers of University students and cultivated 
citizens who assaulted the Jews—these strangers!—out of noble patriotism, under 
the eyes of the authorities. These looked on complacently and were proud of 
the high-minded, enthusiastic youth of their country. 


Galicia. 


In Galicia a widespread popular rising exploded, rendering necessary the 
intervention of soldiers, the employment of arms, and the proclaiming of martial 
law. In many places our brethren were menaced in their life and health, dozens 
of them were wounded, hundreds were robbed of all they had, and reduced to 
the condition of helpless beggars. Similar outrages, although of less importance, 
had Bohemia for a theatre. 


East and West. . 


Russia, Roumania, Galicia—well. of.-eourse! These are the classical 
countries of Jewish misery. It is quite natural that there our brethren should 
be persecuted, threatened, ransacked. It is superfluous to mention it expressly. 
It is fastidious to quote particulars. After all this is the backward East, which 
does not yet enjoy the daylight of blessed enlightment. But, lo! What is this ? 
Does not the progress in the West offer us the same spectacle? In the countries 
of the highest freedom and culture, where mild philosophical tolerance has over- 
come religious hatred, and fraternity .the prejudice against race, in thes 
countries, too, there resounds merrily the cry : “ Death to the Jews !” 


Anti-Semitism in France. 


France, the France of the Great Revolution,and of the Declaration of 
Human Rights, the country that first gave Europe the example of the legal 
emancipation of the Jews, France is to-day marching at the head of the anti- 
Semitic movement. Not yet in her official acts and utterances, justice commands 
us to state thus much ; not yet avowedly, but none the less efficiently. The work 
of slow, but sure and irresistible exclusion of the Jew from all posts of honour 
and higher official careers, which, for instance, has furnished already such 
striking results in Germany, is in full swing.’ The thrusting of the Jews into an 
isolated position, the rebuilding of invisible but very real Ghetto walls around 
this portion of the population excluded from the common national life, is being 
zealously undertaken, This relates to Continental France. In Algeria Jew- 
baiting has reached a far more advanced stage. There it has not been limited to 
assaults on individual Jews, to noisy street processions with the cry: “ Death 
to the Jews,” or to the smashing of the window panes of a few shops as 
in Paris, Nancy, Nantes, and some other French towns. There 
pillage has been thorough and it has been accompanied by murder. From 
many sides a cry is raised for the abolition of the Cremieux decree conferring 
on the Algerian Jews the privilege of French citizenship, and the denunciation 
of the vile press which points out tothe fury of the anti-Semitic rabble the 
name and address of every person employing Jewish hands or buying at Jewish 
shops, have deprived of their daily bread thousands of Jewish working men and 
hundreds of small Jewish tradesmen. ) 

You are all aware what has served as pretext for the outbreak of Jew hatred 
in France. It is the Dreyfus Case. This Congress, which is representative of 
the Jewish race in its totality, has no reason to take up the Dreyfus Case. It is 
not an affair of the Jewish race, it is an inner affair of the French nation. Only 
some side issues of the case touch general Jewish interest and only these side 
issues I will briefly discuss with your permission, , 


The idiotic story of a Jewish Syndicate. 


The French Jew-haters have invented an idiotic story of a so-called 
Jewish syndicate, employing unlimited sums of money, to arrange a diabolical 
conspiracy against the French State. The folly of an accusation, unhappily, is 
no sufficient reason that it should not meet with credit. In fact, the majority 
of Frenchmen believe the tale of the syndicate. It is therefore not superfluous 
to declare this tale expressly to be, what it really is, an invention as stupid as it 


— 
is malicious. Itisa worthy pendant to the “ blood accusation.”. We “enter 
into polemics with the anti-Semitic liars. Where they are physt%ily the 
stronger, they may, circumstances permitting, assassinate us, but. they can never 
conquer our contempt. To the honest, only credulous and misguided, French. 
men, however, we speak thus: “ You may be convinced that no Jew in the world 
feels inclined to wish or to cause you ill. The Jews of most countries give you 
their gratitude and sympathy. Even the German Jews, who cannot forget that 
you nourish hostile feelings against their Fatherland, whose devoted sons and 
faithful citizens they are, even the German Jews do not lose sight of the fact 
that in glorious epochs of your history you have been luminaries of mankind 
and guides of its progress, and they wish you, with all their heart, prosperity 
and well-being as long as you will keep peace with their country.” 

If one asks the Frenchmen who believe the story of the Jewish syndicate 
how they imagine such a thing, why in the world Jews should form a syndicate 
to defend Dreyfus, they reply: “ It is well-known what solidarity knits all Jews 
together. They never allow anyone to touch one of their people.” 


. Jewish Solidarity. 


Well, let us say a word of this famous solidarity too. Where has one ever 
seen that all the Jews, or many of them, have, risen on behalf of a Jewish 
malefactor? No one judges Jewish sins more sternly than Jews themselves: no 
flock expels black sheep more implacably than the Jewish ; we never hush up the 
ill-deeds of one of our people, we only revolt against the method of our perfidious 
enemies, who hasten to generalise every fault of one Jew, into a fault of every 
Jew. 


The Dreyfus Case. 


In the Dreyfus case, also, it did not occur at first to a single Jew in the wide. 
world why he should take the part of the man accused of the most dastardly crime 
simply because he wasa Jew. The Jews in general only began to listen atten- 
tively when they observed that the case showed quite a different aspect from all 
the other, alas! not too rare, criminal prosecutions for high treason. The anti- 
Semitic papers alone had particulars to publish about the case at first. A 
long time before their judgment was given, they jumped to conclusions. They 
said: “It serves France right if it is bought and sold by a Jewish officer. We all 
know that the Jew is a traitor by nature. It was our business not to admit him 
‘into the rank of officers, where he could follow his treacherous instinct with such 
destructive effect.” So the anti-Semites from the first. betrayed the firm 
intention to turn the case into a weapon for attacking the whole of Judaism and 
to chase with this weapon the French Jews from employment as 
officers of the army. This ought to have pointed out to the threatened Jew, 
their duty.asmen. Judaism being attacked in its corporate capacity, it ought to 
have resisted as abody. As a happily acquired right was to be wrenched from 
the French Jews, they ought to have risen like one man to hold on to what was 
theirs. | 

But nothing of this happened. I say it with even more astonishment than 
with shame and indignation : Judaism allowed itself to be told, “ All Jews are 
traitors by nature,”.and did not find one word of reply. French Jewry allowed 
itself to be told: “This is the outcome of allowing Jews to become officers» 
and it remained dumb. Judaism saw that not Dreyfus alone, but the whole 
Jewish race was indicted, and did not open its mouth to claim, at least, the 
right of defence, which is due to every accused person. But even more than 
that. When it was already quite clear that the most. elementary guarantees of 
justice had been superseded in the Dreyfus case, that the accused had been 
convicted without being told the charge, even then no Jewish voice was heard 
that would have spoken up against the violation of the law and would have 
claimed justice. Christians accomplished this duty of honour. To 
Christians is due the praise for having taken up the cudgel for 
right. The Jews have to bear the shame of having stood by 
idly and having looked on whilst the others have risked their lives in the battle 
for one of the holiest. perhaps the holiest of human possessions, for justice, 
Individual Jews have done their duty, happily I am able to state this, to 
unburden our conscience. Bernard Lazare, a strong and brave man, Jacques 
Bahar, our gallant fellow worker, Joseph Reinach who stepped into the first rank 
like a man, save toa certain degree the honour of Judaism. But how many are 
they, these valorous men? A handful. An almost imperceptible small group 
among the mass of the Jews, even of the French Jews only. We must blush 
with shame when we compare these few intrepid men with the long file of 
Christian heroes who staked their fortune, their freedom, their civic honour, 


elevated, very idealistic sense, their right. Emile Zola, Picquart, Scheurer- 
Kestner, Trarieux, Georges Clémenceau, Jaurés, Yves Guyot, Labori, Bjornson, 
Conybeare, these are some of the names that have acquired immortal glory 10 
this tragic affair. These are Christian names, Aryan names. Jewish names 
on the contrary, which I do not care to bring over my lips, because they corrode 
my tongue like sulphuric acid and bile, Jewish names are to be found in fearfully 
large numbers among the literary brigands who attacked Zola and his fighting 
companions, and it wasa Jew who uttered the horrid words: “ Whether Dreyfus 
be innocent or guilty, we do not want to hear anything of him, we do not admit the 
revision of his case.” | | 

There you have that famous Jewish solidarity! The race that first among 
mankind raised the cry “Justice!” whose eternal glory in history it will remain 
that it was the first to understand and glorify God as a god of justice, as a just 
judge, this race has kept aloof from a struggle for right, only because the victim 


sure that thousands, that tens of thousands of Jews, would have been all ablaze 
with holy indignation, would have written, spoken, voted, acted, sacrificed money 
and even perhaps blood if what has happened to Dreyfus would have been inflicted 
on a Bohemian, a Laponian, a Botocudo. But as it has been inflicted on a Jew, 
the Jews were content to sigh and to shake their heads, and leave it to Christians to 
cull the laurels of Voltaire. 

Without avowing it, the anti-Semites have a better opinion of us than we 
deserve. They did not for one moment believe that we really could be idle 
spectators of a struggle for right, and as among the combatants they scarcely 
encountered two or three Jewish names, they at once jumped to the conclusion 


that the Jewish part in the campaign must be a secret, and for this reason doubly 


their life in the struggle for a right which was only in avery abstract, very. 


of a violation of the law wasa Jew. I have sufficient faith in my kin to fee - 
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efficient one. This explains why so many Christians of absolute good faith, not 
only in France, but also outside that country, are firmly convinced of the 
existence of the famous syndicate. This fable so cleverly invented by the anti- 
Semitic columniators meets an imperative want in them to believe in Jewish 
passion for justice, in Jewish power and shrewdness, in Jewish solidarity. The 
story of our enemies shows what even they absolutely expected of us. But we 
fell short by far of the expectation of even those who hate and despise us most, 
and thus this tragical Dreyfus case serves as a fearfully exact measure of the 
degree to which our feebleness, our pusillanimity, our callousness, our mutual 
estrangement has sunk. ) 


Dreyfus Case a symptom, not the cause of anti-Semitism. 


After what I have just stated, I hope that nobody will repeat any more the 
falsehood that anti-Semitism has broken out in France because the Jews have 
sided with Dreyfus. The truth is that the Jews have not sided with Dreyfus, 
but the Christians have ; that the Jews, with the exception of two or 
three gallant men, have not moved a fingerin self-defence, although the case was 
used as a murderous weapon against their collective honour. French anti- 
Semitism is not a consequence of the Dreyfus case, it is its very cause. Had 
anti-Semitism not existed before, most probably the suspicion of high treason 
would never have been thrown on Dreyfus, and surely neither would the crime 


imputed to him have been generalised to a constitutional failing of all Jews, nor’ 


would the endeavours for obtaining a revision of the trial roused such furious 
popular passions. The Dreyfus case has simply drawn aside veils and exposed 
moods of thought that had been hidden till then. It raises itself as an admoni- 
tion and a lesson in the face of those Jews who still persist in believing them. 
selves to be definitively and without reserve received into the national comradeship. 
at least of the most advanced Western countries. This make the case momentous 
in the history of Judaism, and gives it even the stern educational value of a 
warning, of an information, of a punishment ; a value which permits us, in our 
ineradicable Jewish optimism, to call out even in looking at the Dreyfus case : 
7310? “ Even this is for good., 


Jew Hatred even in England. 


France is not the only country of liberty and enlightenment where Jew 
hatred has manifested itself in broad daylight. In England, which last year I 
warmly praised, the sanction of the House of Lords has already been 
obtained to a measure ostensibly for the exclusion of pauper aliens from the 
country. ‘Pauper aliens” is the honourable subterfuge for the word Jew, 
which English statesmen out of shame as cultured sons of the 19th century 
find to be too naked an expression. That England, which has always been proud 
of being a refuge for the persecuted, the natural home for all the homeless ; 
which in past ages hospitably admitted Flemish and Huguenots; under 
Cromwell the Sephardim Jews led by Manasseh ben Israel; in the reign 
of George III., the French emigrants ; at the time of the Holy Alliance 
Mazzini; after 1848 fugitives from all European countries—this sacred 
asylum for all humanity is to be closed to Jews. Attempts are made to justify 
this act of cruelty. The foreign Jews are said to be a charge on the Poor rates, 
and to rob the English workman of his bread. Both these arguments contradict 
each other. If the Jews are beggars, they cannot take the bread out of the 
mouth of the English workman. If, on the other hand, they work so successfully 
that they do deprive the English workman of his bread, then they are not 


beggars and cannot be a charge on the rates. It has, however, been shown that 


both charges are groundless. The foreign Jews who land in England are not 


beggars, but persevering, industrious labourers, who maintain themselves and 


frequently live in comparatively good circumstances. Those among them who 
need temporary relief, receive this from their co-religionists, and do not become 
a burden to the Christian Englishman, to which they would be entitled as rate- 
payers. Not only do they not rob the Englishman of his bread, but they intro- 
duce new industries which formerly were unknown in England, and thus they 
increase the prosperity of the country. The Bill against pauper alien immigra- 
tion is therefore nothing else than a symptom of disguised anti-Semitism. 


The United States. 


Even the United States have not been free from this disease. The law and 
public life know nothing about Jew-hatred. Nevertheless, the number of hotels 


and educational institutions which expressly close their doors to Jews is very 
great. 


Where Jews have nothing to complain of. 


Such is the state of affairs. In the lands of the East, which are only just 
emerging from barbarism, the Jews are hated and persecuted, without any 
extenuation being offered ; in the countries of the West which stand at the head 


_ Of civilisation, the Jews are persecuted on hypocritical grounds. In order that we 


may not be accused of ingratitude, I will specify the few countries in Europe 
where the Jews have nothing to complain of : Holland, Belgium, Italy, in the 
Scandinavian States, and above all in this free Switzerland. But these 
States, happy islands of Peace in the ocean of Anti-Semitism do not shelter 
altogether 200,000 Jews, and I cannot withhold expressing the fear that their 
correct attitude towards the Jews would be sorely tried if persecuted Jews 
from other lands should be driven: thither in large numbers. , 


Anti-Semitism not a passing Phenonemon. 


The Jewish opponents of Zionism, to whom we present this picture of the 
Wordly condition of the Jews, do not deny its correctness, but they aver that 
anti-Semitism is a phenomenon which will soon pass away. How? You see that 
anti-Semitism is constantly breaking out in new spheres, that it flares up in 
countries where for centuries it had been regarded as extinct, or, as in North 
America, where it had never before penetrated. And then they speak of 

isolated cases.” They dare to predict the speedy disappearance of anti- 
iitism, though the entire course of Jewish history gives the lie to their 
Prophecy with the voice of seventy generations of groaning Jews. Their 


Prediction is nothing less than a form of fraudulent bankruptcy, for their debt 


- 


will not be paid in the present time, and as for the future it will cost them 
nothing. 


Quack Remedies. 


Be honest, then ; have the courage of your coldness of heart ; say frankly to | 


the Jewish people : “ Things are going tolerably well with us ; we have nothing 
to complain of, and wish for no alteration in the existing state of affairs. But 
you, the persecuted and the martyred, we are not concerned in the least about 
you!” If you would admit all this as the real reason for your attitude, then 
the Jewish nation would drop you out of their reckoning altogether. They 
would then be able to know on whom they may rely to help in healing, or, at 
least, in lessening their thousands of years’ long sufferings, and that you are 
quack doctors who neglect your duty by giving the patient a sleeping draught, so 
that the cry of anguish from the sick room may not disturb their night's rest. 
Such treatment may be justified towards a dying man, who is beyond help, and 
for whom nothing more can be done than to alleviate the deathagony. But this 
is not the case with Judaism. We hope to see it restored again to robust health. 
To such a patient a treatment which would hasten the end would be a crime. 


A re-assuring Picture. 


This picture of the condition of the Jews would be one-sided and incom- 
plete if it were confined to describing the attitude of the different nations 
towards our brothers who. live in their midst. Even as important as, in my 


opinion still more important, than the position which the nations assume 


towards Judaism, is a survey of the tendency of thought and the aspirations 
which prevail within our ranks. The view is not a satisfactory one, and is 
enough to rob the faint-hearted of all belief in our future. The first effect of 
Zionism on the Jewish people aroused, in my opinion, memories of certain 
aspects of nature with which they are all familiar. A wintry country scene has 
its beauty, with the frozen streams, the mantle of snow over the grass, Spring- 
time has a different kind of beauty. The waters flow and glitter, the fields smile 
and new life is everywhere infused. But let us pass from one picture to the 
other. The first effect of the spring sun 1s that it disturbs the wintry scene 
without replacing it immediately by the beauties of Spring. Between the two 
there is a gap which would be unbearable were it not for the conviction that it 
will give way to fresh beauties. Judaism is passing through something similar 
at the present time. Up till now everything looked like winter, all was bleak and 
cold, but the picture was majestic, the majesty of death. There have been among 
us Jews, but much more largely among Christians, lovers of romantic ideals who 
found the poetry of this picture much more intense, who felt that the uniformity 
of this pure covering of snow would be broken by the sudden appearance of the 
surface of the earth. Then came the Zionist like a spring sun, seeing nothing 
else far and wide but a morass. But we know that the Spring is near, and that 
it will altogether replace the winter. Zionism has awakened Judaism to new 
life, morally through the National ideal, materially through physical rearing. But 
Zionism also makes a sharp division between the living and the dead ; only now 
can weestimate the fearful devastation which eighteen centuries of captivity have 
wrought in our midst. 


Jewish Vitality—Real and False. 


For the first time since the struggle of Barcochba does there exist among 
the Jews an inclination to show to themselves, and to show to the world, how 
much vitality they still possess. We must convince ourselves that much which 
appeared living, so long as no sign of life was demanded, was in reality dead. 
Many Jews have outwardly abandoned Judaism. This process of apostacy has 
not been idle ever since the destruction of the Second Temple, and has become 
particularly active during the past few decades in Western countries. Still 


larger is the number of Jews who have not been quite certain about their inner | 


lapse from Judaism, although this lapse had actually taken place. They regarded 
themselves and the world looked upon them as Jews, but they were only Jews 
from habit and for convenience sake. Their Judaism caused them to be perse- 
cuted, but partly they no longer had sufficient sense of honour to endure their 
persecution, and partly they regarded themselves as interesting victims, which 
is not an unpleasant spiritual condition. In periods of enthusiasm they imagined 
themselves to be the models from whom such writers as Disraeli, George Eliot 
and Alexandre Dumas the younger, gained their inspiration, Positive services 
their Judaism did not demand of them. They smiled at the 613 commands and 
prohibitions of the Shulchan Aruch, the communal demands did not weigh heavily 
upon them, and they only remembered the way to synagogue on the Day of 
Atonement. Nevertheless, they deluded themselves into the belief that they 
were good Jews, because they loved Heine, believed in Daniel Deronda, and 
left nothing to be desired in their praise of Augel and schalet. Yet they 


protested that they were also Jews (wuch Juden). I say they were merely belly- - 


Jews (bauch-Juden). 


Rabbis have expunged from the Prayer book what has become to them — 


a meaningless hope—“ Next year in Jerusalem!” Here and there Rabbis pro- 
tested against Zionism as being against the Jewish religion. A Jewish historian, 
whom I highly esteem, writes a history of the Jews in 187, and mentions 
not a syllable about the first Zionist Congress at Basle. These manifestations 
are painful, but they are natural, and will not trouble us. We are so old a body, 
that in our history, extending over thousands of years, everything has happened. 


Jewish History repeating itself. 


Nothing new can occur to us. When Moses wished to free his people from 
Egyptian slavery the Jews were the first to rise against him, and threatened to 
denounce him to the Egyptian authorities. When Ezra and Nehemiah returned 
to Zion, the rich, the cultured, the Heine-readers, and schalet.lovers of that day 
remained in Babylon: Even in the present day it will not be different. Let it 
be so. It may be that the Zionists are yet a minority of the Jews. But 
because of them Judaism will be rejuvenated, through them it will 
obtain new life, and be rescued at a future time. On the other hand, the Jewish 
opponents of Zionism, be their number great or small, are destined to disappear 
from among the Jews. Perhaps this is the secret wish of their hearts. It will 
certainly be realised. On this account it is unbearable to hear them speak of a 
Zionist party in Judaism. We hurl back with contempt this distinction ; the 
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Zionists are no party, they are the Jewish body itself. Judaism is Zionism 
and Zionism is Judaism. Any party which is content with slavery, or looks 
forward to an early natural death of Judaism stands coldly aside. Adapting 


the well-known words of the Austrian poet, Grillparzer, we Zionists may 
exclaim : “ In our camp is Israel, in the other dead limbs.” 


Mr. Walter Rothschild’s Zoological Museum. 


— 


On Monday over 150 members of the Zoological Congress paid a visit to the 
Rothschild Zoological Museum at 
Tring, over which they were shown 
by Mr. Walter Rothschild, Mr. 
Charles Rothschild, Dr. Hartest 
and Dr. Jordan. The 7%mes, in its 
report of the visit, gives the 
followiie account of the museum: 
The museum is still young, and 
has grown rapidly from_ small 
beginnings. Mr. Rothschild when 
a boy began to make a collection 
of birds and insects. Owing to his 
expenditure of time and money the 
collection increased rapidly. A 
special house known as_ the 
“ Cottage” was built. for it in 188), 
to which a public exhibition gallery 
was subsequently added... The 
museum consists of two parts—a 
large hall containing a_ general 
zoological collection, and a series of 
private rooms containing the special 
collections, which are only available 
to students. The public gallery is 
packed with material, all of high 
quality, and much of it unique. The 
general collection is so rich that it 
is difficult to select objects for 
“. / special mention; but the value of 
the material may be illustrated 

by reference to the unrivalled 
collection of birds of paradise, to 
specimens of the rare Caspian 

seal and the now extinct quagga. 

to the fossil birds from Chatham Island described by Mr. Andrews, 
and the unique: monotreme from New Guinea (Prechidna nigroaculeata). 
Among specimens of more general interest may be mentioned the 
beautifully mounted Grevy’s zebra, and the “white” rhinoceros killed 
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‘in Mashonaland by Mr. Rhode’s secretary, Mr. Coryndon, and the chim- 


panzee “Sally.” Although the exhibition gallery is full of specimens such as 
these, the special study collections of birds and insects are the most important 
part of the museum. In spite of its recent foundation, the museum contains 
some 40,000 bird skins, and the number of butterflies and beetles is reckoned by 
hundreds of thousands. Mr. Rothschild early realised the need for systematic 
work on zoogeography. The area to which he has devoted most attention 1s 
Malaysia, where he maintains a staff of collectors, who go from island to island 
and thus trace the distribution of the various elements in the Malaysian fauna 
with a precision less systematic efforts could never attain. The collections are 
sent to Tring. Since 1894 memoirs on the collection have been published in a 
special journal, the Norilates Zoolugice. Four complete volumes have been 

ublished. Attached to the museum is a paddock. where there is a collection of 
iving animals. |

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A New Jewish Convalescent Home. 


We understand that the purchase of the freehold of Tudor House, Hampstead 
Heath, has this week been completed for the sum of £16,000, through Messrs. 
Physick and Lowe, of Heath Street, Hampstead. The cost of the building will 
be defrayed from a Trust Fund founded by Baroness de Hirsch. with her 
accustomed munificence, for the purchase and endowment of a Convalescent Home 
for Jewish Consumptives. The details of the scheme have not yet been finally 
determined, though they have been under consideration by competent authorities 
for some time past. 3 

Tudor House is a noble mansion occupying a spacious site overlooking 
Hampstead Heath. One of the features of the mansion is its old oak principal 
staircase, with elaborately carved balustrade, lighted by stained-glass windows 
with. recess on the half-landing forming a gallery overlooking the Hall. The 
whole of the principal rooms are ona similar scale with carved oak, all in the 
style of the Tudor period. One of the rooms is a Japanese morning room 
the whole of the decorations for which were specially imported for the con. 
struction of the room. The ornamental grounds include a spacious lawn and 
rockery with timber trees of large growth, affording ample shade, and with the 
winding walks and well-grown shrubs give an idea of considerable extent far 
beyond the actual total area. which is about an acre.

OBITUARY. 
RICHARD'’LOEWE HENRY.: 


We regret to record the death of Mr. Richard L. Henry, brother of the late 
Michael Henry, which took place on Friday evening last, after some six months 
of painful suffering, in his 79th year. At the commencement of this year he 
had the misfortune to lose his talented daughter, Lucy Henry, and this un- 
expected event gave him a shock—he was in failing health at the time— 
from which he never recovered. The deceased was a son of Abraham 
Henry of Ramsgate and Emma Lyon, the poetess). Emma Lyon was a 
daughter of the Rev. Solomon Lyon, who taught Hebrew at Cambridge, where 
he established the first Jewish boarding-school in this country. Abraham Henry, 
whose family originally came from Dover, was educated at this school. Hisson, 
Richard, was thrown upon his own resources, and called upon to fill family 
responsibilities when quite a youth. He was not more than 16 years of age when 


_ he started as a wholesale jeweller, and he travelled in this business for over 60 


ears, until about a year ago. He was a travelling contemporary of the late Sir 
enjamin Phillips, with whom he was exceedingly intimate, and of the late 
Richard Cobden, and could claim to be one of the very oldest commercials on 
the road. His early travelling was done by stage coaches, under great difficul- 
ties, and he was in the habit of relating how he would often have to be lifted off 
his seat in a frozen condition at the end of a long winter journey. He was also 
established in business in Hatton Garden for nearly half-a-century. At the time 
of the first Chartist riots, in 1848, he had himself sworn in as a special constable. 
e of ck Henry,” as he was familiarly called, was a pass-word for 
commercial integrity in the chief towns of England, Ireland, and Scotland, where 
his manly, straightforward character, the steadfastness of his friendship, and his 
open-handed generosity secured him hosts of genuine friends. In 1877 his old 
Glasgow friends availed themselves of his 58th birthday to present him with his 
porteass in oils, accompanied by an album containing the photographs of the 
onors. At the dinner at which this presentation was made the entire company, 
with the exception of Mr. Henry's family, consisted of non-Jews, and it is 
interesting to relate that Grace was said by a Roman Catholic priest. Mr. Henry 
did much in the course of his long business career to make the name of Jew, of 
which he was passionately proud, respected among Christians of all classes. 
The deceased was married to his cousin, Rebecca Lyon, a grand-daughter of 
the Rev. Solomon Lyon, by whom he had two sons—Alfred and Frederick—and 
two daughters—Lucy and Emily. His eldest son, Mr. Alfred Henry, is the 
Secretary of the Jews’ Infant School. Of his family of brothers and sisters, 
only one brother, Mr, Alexander Henry, and one sister, Mrs. Saphira Lindo, 
survive him. He was the oldest “ privileged member” of the Hambro’, Syna- 
gogue, to which his family originally belonged, and after being, for many years, 
a member of the Central Synagogue, of whose minister—the Rev. A. L.Green— 
he was a close, personal friend, he latterly connected himself with the St. John’s 
Wood Synagogue. His funeral took place at Willesden on Monday afternoon, 
and was attended by many friends of long standing. The Rev. H. L. Price 
officiated, and a detachment of boys from the Stepney Jewish Schools testified 
to the close connection of the Henry family with that institution. The dec 
was buried by the side of his daughter Lucy.

It » | 
is almost impossible for anyone pro- 
menading the streets of Basle to forget 
that this city is again to be the scene 
of a Zionist Congress, for at every turn 
one is confronted with placards announ- 
cing the Second Zionist Congress on 
the 2sth. 2Oth, and 30th August. If 
another reminder is necessary it 1s 
afforded by the blue rosette, with the 
Shield of David, which is worn by the 
members of the Congress. who are to 
be seen everywhere. From the balcony 
of the Casino itself may be. seen 
proudly floating the Zionist flag in 
company with the National flag. and 
even the drivers of the fiacres engaged 
by the Bureau wear the emblem on their 
coat sleeves. Apropos of the display 
of flags an extraordinary demonstration 
of goodwill was made by the bands of 
gymnasts who paraded the streets to- 
day on the oceasion of St. Jacob's 
Feast. As they passed the Congress 
Hail and saw the National flag they 
shouted with all their might: //ucs 
die Juden” (long Live the Jews), a :

Experoentia dicet, and though it is 
too early to predict matters should 
go much more smoothly than at. the 
first Congress. On several occasions 
last year the sittings had tobesuspended | 
in order to permit members of the | 
various groups to consult together and 
determine their attitude towards pro- 
posals submitted at the meetings. This 
year the two or three days immediately 
preceding the Congress are being _ 
utilised for that purpose. Dr. Theodore — | 
Herzl, who is again this year to be the ; | 
President, has been here since Wednes- ~ ania 
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by Dr. Herzl and Dr. Nordau. Another preliminary Conference was on the 
subject of Colonisation, and was open only to delegates of Colonisation Societies. 
This Conference was a failure. It was to last but an hour; the first speaker 
consumed a third of this time, and as at least twenty other persons expressed an 
intention to air their views also, the meeting broke up without coming to any 
decision, and in its place a more select Conference was arranged. There have also 
been Conferences of the Russian and Galiciangroups of delegates. A meeting of 
about 140 Russian delegates took place last week in Warsaw, when several resolu- 
tions were adopted; but as all the delegates could not be present, a supple- 
mentary meeting was held by the rest to-day. Another important Conference 
is that with reference to the Colonial Bank, which is attended by financiers 
among others, and is to meet late this afternoon. 

Colonisation and the Bank are the two principal items in the Agenda, as 
they are on the Zionist programme. Both subjects will require the most delicate 
handling, but. as they are not to be openly considered until the second and third 
day of the Congress, there is ample time for an agreement to be arrived at. 
Some men of influence hold the opinion that in any colonising work under- 
taken under the auspices of the Congress, precedence should be given to the 
younger generation of Jews living in Palestine, who are Turkish subjects and 
are anxious to become agriculturists. These, it is claimed, should be trained and 
provided for, before any attempt is made to import Jews from Russia, Poland 
and Galicia into the Holy Land. There are others who hold a directly opposite 
view, but who it is anticipated will prove a minority. Then, as to the Bank. 
there is much anxiety with regard to the obtaining of the best securities possible 

for the large sums which: will un- 

doubtedly be subseribed which 
cannot possibly be required for some 
time to come. The names of the bank- 
ing houses suggested will be carefully 

scrutinised, but as Mr. Isaac Seliginan 
has expressed his approval of the preli- 
minary scheme drawn up, English 
subscribers may rest assured that the 
utmost precaution will be exercised. 
The Bankers’ Conference has resolved 
to recommend that the seat of the 
Bank ‘shall be London, though the 
German section were in favour of 
their own country being selected for 
this purpose. They also have prepared 
a list of gentlemen to be recommended 
for election as Preliminary Committee 
of the Bank. As will be readily under- 
stood, all the Conferences are private, 
but the actual results of the delibera- 
tions will transpire at the Congress 
meetings. Even the journalists, of whom 
there 1s a larger number than at the 
first Congress, have held a meeting at 
which they elected an Executive Com- 
mittee, consisting of M. Jacques Bahar 
(Paris), Mr. J. de Haas (London) and 
Dr. Werner (Vienna)—all pronounced 
Zionists—to look after their interests. 
Already at this early stage it is an agree- 
able duty to express our indebtedness to 
the Executive of the Congress for the 
admirable arrangements made for our 
comfort; Not only have they, as last 
year, placed a room at our disposal, but 
they have provided for each journalist 
a locker with key, in which he can keep 
his papers and other belongings during 
the sittings of the Congress. A special 
Post Office has been opened immediately 
adjoining our room. While speaking of 
; preliminary meetings I may add that 
even to-morrow (Sabbath) will not be a 
{ day of absolute rest, for several con- 


| 


day, and is far from idle; indeed, he is 
almost invisible to the general public. | 

To-day, the large clerical staff is extremely busy. Almost every minute 
there is a fresh arrival, who is duly registered as delegate, member, visitor 


or journalist. The invitation cards are not yet ready for distribution as I write, 


but they are very tasteful, and are identical in design, but larger, than the 
Zionist post-card, of which I forward a specimen. The only difference between 
the two is that on the invitation card the name of the holder is inscribed in the 
space which in the post-card is occupied by the Hebrew quotation from Ezekiel : 
* Behold I will take the children of Israel from between the nations, and will 
bring them to their land.” | | 

If the clerical staff have been hard at work, the “inner circle” are 
still more occupied. Informal meetings on almost every subject connected 
with the Congress have taken place throughout the day. One of 
the most interesting of these meetings to English Jews, owing to 
the personality of the convener, was the Conference of Rabbis held this 
morning On the initiative of the Rev. Dr. Gaster, who, I was glad to hear from 
his own lips, has considerably improved in health. Some of these Rabbis are 
Chassidim from Russia and Galicia, who are conspicuous by their “ peoth” and 
long coats, and there are grounds for believing that Dr. Gaster has succeeded in 
convincing them that there will not be the slightest danger to orthodox Judaism 
in the realisation of the Zionist programme. It has been arranged that three 
Orthodox Rabbis, to whom all religious questions will be referred, shall. be 
elected on the Zionist Executive Committee, one representing Russia, one 
Galicia, and one Western Europe. For the present, Rabbiner Dr. Kohn, of 
Basle, will, it is expected, be the Western representative. He was visited to-day

ferences have been arranged. One, in 
‘the morning, is for ladies only, and has 
been summoned by Madame Schapira : 
another in the afternoon, will be attended by the English and American Dele- 
gates. Naturally no formal business will be transacted ; the fact that the last 
named meeting is the outcome of a suggestion by Dr. Gaster, is a guarantee that 
the Sabbath will not be desecrated, and that-there will be nothing more than an 
exchange of views, but the mere idea of a meeting on Saturday, which after all 
must partake of a business character is bizarre. The social side of the Congress 
will be more pronounced than last year, for to-morrow evening everybody, 
—delegates, visitors and journalists—is bidden toan instrumental concert in the 
Summer Casino. 

All the delegates have not yet arrived, but it is certain that the present 
Congress will be much more numerously attended than the last. As 
it is, nearly 400 are already here. Ladies are particularly in evidence 
and English Zionists send a larger contingent. If the English delegation, 
as formally elected by associations and societies, cannot altogether 


be regarded as representative of English Judaism, this much must 


be conceded, that it includes more Englishmen, men, too, who take a é 
very active part in communal life. The presence of Dr. Gaster, who is 

likely to be one of the most energetic spirits of the Congress, 18 a great 
gain to the movement. The scene in the Congress rooms to-day was very 
cheerful and interesting, as delegate after delegate made his appearance, 
and exchanged hearty greetings with those he had encountered just 
a year ago. At the risk of repeating myself, I must again refer to the 
enthusiasm shown in the Zionist cause by men and women foregathering 
in Basle who come not alone from various countries in Europe, but what 
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‘, more striking even, especially from the United States to participate 
‘n the Congress. If Zionism, as understood by the followers of Dr. Herzl, 
should fail in achieving its object, it will not have lived in vain if only for 
the remarkable manifestations it has been able to bring about in the direction

Sabbath Day at Basle. 


Basie, Sarurpay Nicut. 


The order of events since I closed my despatch of yesterday can be briefly 
dismissed, Many of us went in the evening to the synagogue, a splendid building 


in the Moorish style of architec- 
ture. The Chazan, the Rev. Herr 
Druyan. is gifted with a magnifi- 
cent voice, which he knows how 
to use with effect. In a double 
sense he would be able to fill.a 
London synagogue. A custom 
prevails here which is unknown 
among the Jewsin England. The 
mourners who attend synagogue 
as such on the Sabbath falling 


during the Shiva, enter with 
their tallisim covering their 
heads. Not only are they 


received by the Rabbi, but he and 
not the beadle opens the door to 
admit them. witnessed an 
interesting scene outside the syna- 
gogue. As soon as the Chazan 
commenced “WI 432, one of the 
Chassidim Rabbis, to whom I 
have already referred, left the 
building accompanied by — the 
beadle. In the street he emptied 
his pockets of all their contents—

purse, papers. &c.—and handed 
them to the beadle to be kept for him until the close of Sabbath. 
Even his small badge as a Zionist he would not carry about 


his person. This morning there was also a goodly congregation, but, con- 
trary to what would have been the case elsewhere, Rabbiner Dr. Kohn did not 
preach a sermon oecusion, 

The various conferences I spoke of yesterday duly took place to-day. Dr. 
Gaster, who has been honoured by election as President of the Permanent 
Congress Committee, is likely, by his personal influence, to win a great triumph 
when colonisation is on the tapis at the Congress, for he has brought about an 


agreement among nearly all the groups representing the nationalities here — 


assembled, ix favour of a system of colonisation which, in the first instance, will 
practically mean: “ Palestine for the Palestinian Jews.” ‘So hard worked were 
many of the people engaged at the Congress that, late in the evening one of the 
officials, and still later. a well-known English-born delegate from America, 
_ begged for some food as they had eaten nothing all day. There must be grit 
and fervour for the cause in men who in its service voluntarily endure privation 
on the Sabbath day. But if the sympathies of religious, /., observant Jews, 
are to be gained for Zionism, there must be no more repetitions of an incident 
such as took place to-day. I have it on the authority of Mr. J. Massel, of 
Manchester, that at a meeting held under the presidency of Dr. L. Kahn, of 


Vienna, to promote the advancement of Hebrew literature, the business was _ 


transacted in writing. Mr. Massel protested against this violation of the 
Sabbath, and summoned Dr. Riilf, the late Rabbi of Memel, from another 
meeting, to support his protest, which proved etlective, for the proceedings 
were annulled. 

From a musical point of view the concert in the summer Casino to-night 
was not a success. Not that the orchestra was inefticient. but there was little 
disposition. to listen to music. Some members of the Congress, who were not 
lhkely to obtain a chance of speaking during the sittings, were anxious to “let 
off steam,” and speech after speech was delivered in the open air, glorifying 
Zionism and its leaders. When Dr. Loewe, of Berlin. pronounced the names of Dr. 
Herzl, Dr. Nordau and Dr. Birnbaum (Berlin) as the pioneers of Zionism, the 
“Hochs ” wore deafening, A very hearty reception, too, was given to Dr. Gaster 
as he entered the garden. A curious effect was produced by the starting of a 
Palestinian hymn, to an air sounding very weird to the ear, which was taken 
up by one after another of those to whom it was familiar. The final number 
performed by the orchestra was “God Save the Queen.” 


THE FIRST DAY OF THE CONGRESS. 


Striking Scene. 

BasLe, AUGUST 28TH, 
The great day which is the red-letter day in the Zionist Calendar for 1808. 
and has been eagerly looked forward to ever since the last good-byes were said 
here a year ago, has arrived at last. The second Zionist Congress is opened. Before 
reporting the proceedings let me briefly describe the scene. Instead of the 
Comparatively small hall in which the sittings were held in 1897, we are 
assembled in the magnificent large hall of the Stadt Casino. The body is filled 
with serried ranks of delegates. The spacious gallery surrounding the hall is 
packed with visitors (holders of ‘guests’ tickets ”), who include a considerable 
Proportion of ladies. Conspicuous on the commodious platform is a group of 
ussian Rabbis, most of them still in the prime of life, and all men of fine 
4ppearance. That Russian Rabbis should officially take part in the Congress is 
4 sign of the times, but that among them should be Kronrabbiner (.., Rabbis 
ppointed by the Government), such as Dr. Margulies (Horakno), Dr. Jampolski 
Rostoff on the Don), and Dr. Jelski (Lodz), is of still greater portent. These 
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men, and the Russian delegates generally, run considerable risk in 
being here, for, as I understand, participation in a movement 


which includes in its programme the collection of funds for foreign 
purposes is punishable with transportation to Siberia. In response to the 
request of the Executive Committee many of the delegates were attired in evening 
dress, and most of the rest wore white ties. On the platform were to be seen 
several of the gentlemen who took an important part in last year’s deliberations— 
Dr. Max Nordau, Dr. Lippe, M. Samuel 
Pineles, Dr. A, Mintz, Professor Dr. 
Mendelstamm, Dr. Bodenheimer and 
Herr D. Wolffsohn. One notable figure 
was missing, Professor Dr. Schapira, of 
the Heidelberg University, who is no 
longer on earth to further Zionism. 
Among the new-comers of importance 
are the Russian Rabbis already alluded 
to, the Rev. Dr. Gaster, ex-Rabbiner 
Dr. Rilf and Rabbiner Dr. Kohn, of 
Basle. In the body of the hall were 
such men of international Jewish fame 
as Dr. Richard Gottheil (New York), 
Dr. Dembo (St. Petersburg) and M. 
Bernard Lazare (Paris). M. Lazare 
had a tremendous reception when he 
rose in the early part of the sitting to 
make a slight suggestion for the pur- 
pose of facilitating the proceedings. 

When Dr. Herzl, followed by the 
members of the Executive Committee, 
mounted the platform, he was greeted 
with deafening Hochs,” accompanied 
by waving of hats and handkerchiefs. 
Thisoverpowering demonstration lasted _ 
several minutes, and it proved that the affection in which Dr. Herzl is held by 
the Zionists has, if this be at all possible. increased since last year.

Dr. Herzl’s Opening Address. 


Little time was lost in coming to business, and, without any preliminaries 
Dr. delivered the following address :— 


Hoxourep MEMBERS OF THE Conareiss,—To-day we meet again in Basle 
because we found no better place and because a tie of obligation binds 
us to this town, where our former homeless movement could give expression 
to all the aspirations and complaints of oppressed humanity. This new Jewish 
movement appeared at first to the world as strange, and inconceivable to 
many, Some regarded it as a spectre of past times. The Jewish nation was 
dead and had disappeared. But we had a dark experience before we were 
conscious that it was not true: For death is the end of all suffering ; how is 
it then that we suffer’, The maxim of the philosopher is thus reversed: “I 
suffer, so I exist,” and gradually from wrong to wrong this knowledge took 
firmer form, until the popular self-consciousness completely existed, though 
not accepted as common property, endowed with a strong capacity for 
development. And surely it penetrated farther, taking hold of heads and 
hearts, recruiting old and young, and the first Zionist Congress was already 
a manifestation of the return to life of the popular consciousness. But there 
were some serious considerations against the convening Of such a gathering 
of citizens of various lands. Will not our enemies make the accusation that 
we intend to create an international conspiracy against our fellow-citizens ! 
Will our position in all countries not be made worse? Against this we have 
from the very beginning protested as explicitly as possible. We have explained 
and proved by every one of our actions that we are not an international 
association, but we wish an international discussion. This may be repeated 
again and again. We have nothing to do with any conspiracy, with secret inter- 
national bodies ; what we desire is an open discussion of our present and our 
future controlled by public opinion. There must have been the ring of truth 
in our words, which has brought about general participation even among those 
who up till now were indifferent or unfriendly towards the Jews. Every 
honest nation which does not hide itself behind strange masks, has a natural 
right to the esteem and tolerance of other nations, if it does not threaten 
them. Let us not forget, even in the days of dark anti-Semitism, that a 
great-minded epoch has gone before in which all cultured people gave us 
equality of rights. The will undoubtedly was a good one, but the result was 
certainly inefficient. Whose fault was it—ours or theirs? Probably both, or 
perhaps the fault lay in those circumstances of yore, which could not be 
removed by laws and regulations. The laws were more friendly than the habits 
of the people and we lived to see the rebound of this colossal feeling of repentance 
among the nations which have admitted us into their midst. ut out of the 
emancipation which could not be revoked, and of the anti-Semitism which 
could not be denied, resulted new and grand consequences. The historical 
sense of emancipation could not be that we should discontinue being Jews, we 
having been repelled just at the time when we wished to amalgamate with 
others. The historical sense of emancipation was bound to be that we should 
create a home for our liberated nationality. This we could not accomplish 
before; we can do it now, if we act with a will. It does not suffice that we 
feel and recognise ourselves as a nation; after national consciousness national 
will must oi On this point there are but very few difficulties. Difficulties 
arose’ in other quarters; we encountered them among people who abhor all 
changes, and especially among a few “ Protest Rabbis.” It will always be one 
of the greatest curiosities that those Rabbis at one and the same time pray for 
Zion and make a stand against it. This contradiction may be explained by 
their uncertainty whether their communities are in accord with the new move- 
ment. Still, an ideal like ours cannot always depend on the understanding of 
leaders of culture and on the considerations of usefulness of the Rabbis. 
Nearly everywhere the vast masses are for us. These form and maintain the 
community ; therefore, they must be reckoned with. We have avoided emphasising 
the antagonism between leaders and flocks out of brotherly consideration. But 
it is time to alter our attitude. It cannot continue much longer that in enlightened 
Jewish communities an agitation should be carried on against Zion. It is a 
situation which is impossible and contrary to common sense. We must once for 
all put an end to it. In all places where the official heads of the community 
are not with us, an election campaign must be started against them. Men whe 
are worthy, and are capable of occupying communal posts, and are in accord 
with us, must be put into office in the name of the National Idea. Theauthorities 
of the communities, the means of which they dispose, and the paid officials 
must not be employed to work against the National ldea. There I believe I am 
expressing your views if I place among our future aims the conquest ot 
communities. It is also loyal and legal that the national will must find 
expression, not alone once a year at a congress in which we are assembled 
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but every day and in every place where Jews dwell. It is not sufficient for 
us to know to what extent the Zionistic Idea has impressed itself upon us; 
the fact must also ke made evident. The ballot paper is the most convenient 
means for attaining this end. Outside Judaism we have already acquired 
considerable sympathy, but there are some who find objections even in the 
success we have achieved in this direction. The same people who reproach us 
that Zionism creates new barriers between mankind, find fault with us for 
aspiring to the friendship of Christian Zionists. But for us it 1s not only a 
mere question of opportunism when we press the hand so cordially stretched 
forth to us. It testifies above all that Zionism possesses a power for reconcilia- 
tion. Thoughts, free from hatred, fortify themselves on this soil. We hold firm 
to our Judaism ; but nevertheless we gain noble and unselfish friends, Is this so 
objectionable’? We, who are supposed to create new differences, are bringing 
humanity nearer to each other. We do not act thus artificially ; we show our- 
selves exactly as we are. We simply speak the truth. And to tell the truth we 
need such friends. The work which is before us we desire to accomplish from 
within, but good will must surround us, otherwise we cannot succeed. And how 
do we merit this good will, simply by the fact that we try to solve a question 
which cannot be settled without our co-operation. For the Jewish Question 
troubles many States ; here and there, now in the South, now in the North, Jew 
hatred bursts forth : no country, however much it may be situated in the West, 
but it harbours this Judenhetze; no semi-civilisation has been so retarded as not 
to know the newest forms and the watchwords of persecution. The mob rushes 
suddenly through the streets, and by the light of the flames they destroy the 
property of the Jews, and sometimes the owner himself. But the worst 1s 
neither the shedding of blood nor the desolation of homes, nor the insults— 
these disturbances are working havoc on the ill-treated soul of our nation. They 
constantly undermine the sense of right and of honour; they transform our 
people into enemies of a step-motherly society,in which such conditions can 
prevail. Let us not wonder when the most proletarian among proletarians, 
the most desperate of all mankind, are to be met with among all revolutionary 
parties. This is a situation which we must endeavour to improve. It may be 
expected of far-seeing statesmen that they recognise the social danger which is to 
be found in the unsolved Jewish Question. Tt is usually said that the Jews are 
an element of decomposition. Here and there one swerves from wrong to 
wrong; but as we wish to make of the Jews a constructive element, so in 
all logie we should be supported by those who do not wish that 
the Jews should destroy everything. We are ready to bring about 
the reconstruction of Judaism: we have everything in  abundance— 
man, material and = plans. What we require is the soil. Certainly. 
the soil which we need is of a peculiar kind. No spot is so coveted as 
this; it has been so eagerly sought after by the various peoples that between 
them all it has withered. We believe, however, that these desolated corners of 
the Orient have not only a past, but also a future, like ourselves. From this soil. 
on which so little grows at the present day, ideas for all mankind have been pro- 
duced. No one will deny that there is an unbreakable connection between our 
people and this land. If there be such a thing as a claim to a part of the earth, 
all peoples who believe in the Bible must recognise the right of the Jews to 
Palestine, and they can do so without envy and without fear, for the Jews are 
not a political power, and will never be one. What will happen if one of the 


| pontient powers should seize Palestine’? That is altogether a different question. 


his country is not only the home of the highest ideas, not only the home of 
an unhappy people, it 1s, by its geographical position, of great importance to 
all Europe This country will. in a short time, become a route for civilization 
and commerce to Asia. Asia is the diplomatic problem of the next decade, and 
we may, perhaps, with all modesty, remind the world that we Zionists, who are 
looked upon as impracticable, have anticipated this coming development of 
European thirst for conquest. We can already see how things are going. One 
Power watches the action of another, and as the most modern Prince of the 
inhabited globe is shortly about to undertake a journey to the Holy Land, one 
notices in the comments of the various countries a fear of some possible evil. 
This country can and will never become the possession of one power only, for 
it is the land which is the most guarded. . It is protected not only by its present 
owner, but by everybody else. Will it always remain so? This would be 
regrettable for everybody, for in such case it would not become the road to 
civilization. The Turkish Empire has lately proved its prowess in battle. The 
Turks have the best qualities—they are brave, generous, ready to make 
sacrifices—except the one quality necessary: for the civilising and industrial 
development of a country. On this account, the accomplishment of the desired 
end would be effected by the blending of the Jews and the Turks. It is, there- 
fore, our task, at which we constantly work, to bring about. the conditions for 
such an understanding. We can say that the Turkish Government is well 
aware of the loyalty of our endeavours. We do not wish to smuggle any 
immigrants, and we do not intend to create a state of affairs without previous 
consent. In fact, it would not be to our interest economically to strengthen 
Turkey were we not to receive some equivalent. The whole matter must be 
treated in accordance with the usual practice of the world, which is do ut des. 
The question is only: What is to be done in the future. Already at the first 
Congress we recognised the necessity to create for the objects of our movement 
a financial instrument, that is the Colonial Bank. It is very characteristic that 
our Jewish opponents are not inclined to think us capable of accomplishing this 
task. But in our ranks there are not only artists, philosophers. savants, 
journalists, lawyers, medical men, and engineers. we have also a considerable 
number of bankers, who have been recruited in all-countries. For the first time 
doubts have been raised whether Jews are capable of creating a bank, but 
sceptics have erred. The Jewish Bank will shortly be called into being. 
According to the results of the Bank Conference we are justified in assuming 
that the Jewish Colonial Bank will begin its activity during the present year. 
But I will not anticipate the report of the practical men who have been deputed 
to carry out this work. There are other reports to be submitted to you. In all 
of them you will recognise that the year ye not been allowed to pass away 
fruitlessly, and that we are patiently striving to attain our end. Even outside this 
Hall it will be apparent that. we do not indulge in empty dreams, that we do not 
aspire to unjustifiable aims. What we do aspire to is an industrial existence for 
our poor people, as we anticipate tbeir moral and material elevation only by 
means of labour, the security of which is legally guaranteed. Therefore. in the 
first instance we have undertaken to gather our nation together under an ideal. 


The antagonistic views held by our Jewish opponents do not enter into the 


minds of other nations, and in this free town which received us in so friendly a 
manner we have had the first proof. The day before yesterday, on St. Jacob's 
Day, the various bodies on returning from the féte passed our Congress House. 
One of our honoured lady members greeted the cortége. and this was the signal 
for a manifestation which will never be forgotten. From the streets there arose 
a shout, “Long live the Jews.” A good many of us must have had our eyes 
filled with tears of joy. One can lose his composure at such a moment. especially 
among people who are accustomed to all kinds of oppression. 1s this friendly 
cry from Basle the beginning of better times? This we cannot know, but we 
can do our best to become worthy of such a sentiment. We stood firm in the 
worst days; let us be thankful and humble when better times arrive. How are 
we to imagine those better days that are still beyond our range of vision? Are 
they to be exhausted in the possession of land, increased esteem. undisturbed 
repose’? No! those amongst us especially, who to-day throw their own person- 
ality into our cause would regret having taken one step if we were to acquire a 
new order of things but not at the same time a just one. Better days for us, 
yes, but also for the rest, whose pioneers we are. For this purpose we require 
no higher state of culture than the present; what we need is to employ for the 
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benefit of humanity the means of culture already available. And we 
believe our people will understand; it has passed through so many 
schools, it has passed through so many nations; it suffered among 
them all, but it witnessed their suffering too. The assembly of men of various 
degrees of culture seems to us a vision of better times ; like this city, a common 
citizenship which is not limited to one language ; a constant attempt to conquer 
misery by common co-operation. All the efforts at assimilation, the ill-success 
of which is the cause of our meeting, this power of adaptability will ultimately 
serve us as a blessing. The activity of the Germans, the graceful mobility of 
the Latin race, the patience of the Slavs have not passed ‘us without leaving 
some traces behind. Can one see what we aim at ?—Jewish artists, philosophers. 
savants from all countries, united on the common ground of labour and in a 
tolerant society. Yes, we aspire to our old land, but in that old land we only 
seek the rejuvenation of the Jewish spirit. " 


Dr. Herzl was frequently obliged to pause during his address, as the many - 
points were taken up and loudly applauded by the meeting. At the close of his 
speech, Dr. Herzl was again the object of a manifestation of loyalty and regard. 
Everyone on the platform, and none more heartily than the Russian Rabbis 
shook him by the hand. _ |

Tributes In Memoriam. 


Immediately after the elections, the entire assembly rose and maintained an 
impressive silence while Dr. Herzl paid a tribute to the memory of Zionists who 
had died during the year. Especially warm were the words in which he expressed 
the indebtedness of Zionism to the late Professor Dr. Schapira and Rabbiner 
Shemuel Mohilewer—the latter described as one of the first of modern Zionists. 
a man who was an adherent to the strictest orthodoxy, and to whom at the end 
of his life it was permitted to obtain a glimpse of the progress which the cause 
so dear to his heart was making among his coreligionists, 


The General Situation of the Jews. 


Dr. Max Norpatv, who was greatly cheered on entering the tribune 
ek, delivered an address on the general 
situation of the Jews since the last 
Congress. 
[t is impossible for anyone who did 
not hear the address to form an idea of 
the extraordinary effect it produced on 
the great meeting. Dr. Nordau spoke 
without notes, and his declamatory 
powers, therefore, had the fullest play. 
The dramatic scene reached its climax 
when the eloquent orator, in dwelling 
on the Dreyfus case and mentioning 
those who had helped to bring 
the truth to light, pointed to M. 
Bernard Lazare. By a common impulse 
everyone rose and cheered M. Lazare 
over and over again. Demonstrations 
barely inferior in enthusiasm occurred 
when Dr. Nordau pronounced the name 
of Emile Zola, and cited “ free 
Switzerland” as one of the countries, 
where the situation of the Jews left 
nothing to be desired. Nothing could 
have been more scathing than the orator’s denunciation of some French J ewish 
journalists, whom he scorned to name, and who had been the enemies of Right 
and Justice in connection with the Dreyfus case. Now and again there were 
witty sallies, which were thoroughly enjoyed and helped to lighten the generally 
serious character of the address. {The full text of Dr. Max Nordau’s eloquent 
and stirring Address is given on pages 8 and 9.] A word should be 
added about the appended portrait of Dr. Nordau. The photograph was the 
last taken—about two years ago. Although his features have not altered. his 
beard has become quite grey in the interim. 


The undemonstrative Englishman cannot conceive the scene which ensued 
when Dr. Nordau’s address came to a conclusion. The pen fails to do justice . 
the intensity of feeling and fervour which it evoked. Such excitement, suc 
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cheering is alone possible in a Continental country. The demonstration culminated 
in the “chairing” of Dr. Nordau, who on returning to the platform was warmly 
congratulated by his colleagues, and was blessed by the Rabbis.

Report of the Executive Committee. - 


— Dr. M. T. Scttntrer read a report on the work transacted since the last 
Congress by and under the auspices of the Executive Committee in Vienna. In 
his report he stated that the first duty of the Committee was to initiate and carry 
out the Basle programme. It need scarcely be pointed out that the creation 
of a public legally assured home for an entire people required an immense 
amount of work, systematically performed, and large material resources. The 
Executive Committee, therefore, devoted its energies to two objects— 
organisation of Adherents of Zionism and, the Colonial Bank. Every regard 
was paid to the peculiar position and circumstances of the Jews in the countries 
of their residence. With the end to promote organisation, the Committee took 
in hand the Shekel collection instituted by the Congress. Notwithstanding the 
unparalleled territorial extent of the Zionist Movement, the Shekel organisation 
was a complete success. There was not the slightest irregularity in the collection 
of the Shekel. | In order to increase the finances of the Basle Programme 
it was decided to issue publications concerning the Zionist Movement. The chief 
step in its direction was the issuing of the official shorthand report of the first 
Congress, a work of great importance not only for purposes of the agitation but 
as an historical document of permanent value. Further, a pamphlet in Hebrew, 
Arabic and French was circulated in Egypt, Tunis, Algeria, India, China, Japan 
aud Persia so as to make Zionism known among the Jewsin the East. Existing 
Zionist bodies were strengthened and new ones formed. ‘Particular importance 
was attached by the Executive Committee to the Zionist Conference held in 
London in March of the present year and which was attended on its behalf by 
Herr Wolffsohn. This Conference led to the adhesion of the English Zionists to 
the Basle organisation. The Executive Committee also hailed with satisfaction 
the adhesion of the American Groups. The participation of the Executive 
Committee at the Delegates’ meetings in Galicia, at Lemberg through Dr. 
Kokesch and at Kolomea through De Min: was a justification for the Basle 
Programme on which some persons attempted to put an interpretation contrary 
alike to the spirit of the first Congress and to the development of the movement. 
The Committee was also represented at a Conference of Bulgarian Zionists by 
Herr Karl Bringer, who succeeded in healing dissensions which had broken out 
among them. The establishment of the Colonial Bank was the immediate 
logical sequence to the first Congress. Here there is no field for the exercise of 
benevolence, which honoured the giver, while it lowered the recipient and 
eeprired him of self-respect. Not a nation of parasites shall be reared on the 
holy soil of our ancestors, but an independent people of free men, relying on them- 
selves. Our people do not wish to receive alms, they want work and it is to 
achieve their object that the Colonial Bank will be created. The. founding of 
this Bank will be the best proof of the injustice of the charge that the Executive 

ommittee is opposed to Colonisation. The number of Zionist Associations has 
reached 913 (796 new and 117 old), viz. in Russia 373, France 3, Switzerland 6, 
Denmark 1, Belgium 2, Turkey 2, Egypt 2.

In such case only could it have been possible 
to form an idea of the activity of the Executive Committee. | 


Dr. MENcZEL considered that the Executive Committee had accomplished 
wonders in the short time of its existence. 


Dr. 8. R. LANpDAv asked why two decisions of the last Congress had not 
been carried out, viz., the publication of a list of newspapers and periodicals 
friendly to Zionism, and the preparation by the Statistical Commission of a 
report showing the social condition of the Jews. Dr. Landau also pressed for 
details of income and expenditure, in the interests of those who ied the right 
to know what was done with their money. 


Herr Witty Bamevs said he felt, and he believed the Congress as a whole 
shared his feeling, the fullest confidence in the Executive Committee, and they 
were greatly indebted to that body for the information given. No doubt they 
had not been told all that the Committee had done, but it should be remembered 
that it was not always politic to give the fullest details at large public gatherings. 
On one point only did he wish to be enlightened. Did the Executive Committee, 
which had its ‘seat in Vienna, take any political action, either by meetings or by 
representations to Ministers, with the view to putting an énd to the anti-Jewish 
excesses in Galicia? 

. Dr. SCHLAPOSCHNIKOFrF expressed surprise at the bare financial summary 
given to the Congress. eae

Dr. GAsreR replied that in England they were used to people being granted 
the fullest liberty to express their views. He had seen nothing which called for 
his intervention, but if, contrary to his expectations, something should happen 
which necessitated action on his part, the Congress might rely on bis doing his 
duty.—(Loud Cheers). 


— Herr F. Scuacit said that Zionism owed its existence to criticism, but some 
criticism was captious. As agitation was the alpha and omega of Zionism, he 
urged that their leaders should agitate properly and in proper quarters, and then 
they would undoubtedly succeed. He had been told that of some 25,000 copies 
of a flysheet which had been printed, scarcely 1.000 had been apphed for. He 
regretted that the privatesin the Zionist Army were kept m the dark during the 
year about the doings of the Executive Committee: he therefore advised that 
every month a statement should be published reporting what had been done 
during that period. If such a publication had been in existence there would 
have been no occasion for Dr. Schnirer to speak at such length that day. A 
remarkable and strange thing had occurred in Jewry. They had lived to see the 
day when certain Rabbis had declared that Zionism was opposed to Judaism. If 
there had been a plentiful supply of Zionist hterature, the “ Protest Rabbis” 
could have been shown that their charges were untrue. 

Dr. GAsTeER, replying to the last point in Herr Schach’s speech, said that no 
agitation literature was necessary for the purpose of answering his colleagues. 
They had something better: the Bible—Caughter and cheers). 

After remarks by Dr. Kou an-BERNs1 who expressed his full confidence 
in the Executive Committee, and by Dr. Kokuscil, who was altogether maudible, 


the debate was closed. 


Herr ELLMANN announced that the Finance Committee had decided not te 
give any further financial details. It was, therefore, useless to ask for more 


information. 


Dr. Herz... who was loudly cheered, repticd on bebalf of the Executive 
Committee to the several speakers. He said that the Committee had no reason 
to be dissatisfied with the general tone of the debate. He wished that they o1 
their successors might not be subjected to severer criticism. He desired to 
emphasise the fact that the Committee did not seck for ephemeral results. 
They worked day after day, but could not yet say when something tangible and 
apegenith would be achieved. People must have patience; anyone who 
yelieved that what many regarded as a dream could be accomplished in a short 
time were under a delusion. They were engaged on a peaceful work, and when 
the day came they or their successors could give a guarantee to their adherents 
that their goal would be reached in a given time then one of the greatest 
events in the world’s history would have been completed. In any case the 
Committee had a right to ask their friends for patience, epecially as some actual 
results had been brought about. Then entering into details on questions put to 
the Committee, Dr. Herzl said the Executive did not feel called upon to read a 
mass of literature in order to determine what were Zionist or anti-Zionist 
journals. The Committee had an organ at their disposal which did not cost any 
public money, and it was intended to found a jargon journal, on which also no 
public money would be spent. Dr. Landau should have been the last man to 
censure the Statistical Commission for failing in a certain direction, as they had 
asked him to undertake the work of compiling a statistical report,but he had 
refused.—/ Dr. LAnpAv : I was obliged to withdraw on personal grounds. |—As to 
action in respect to the anti-Jewish riots in Galicia, the principle had been laid 
down not to interfere in the internal affairs of the different countries. The 
Executive Committee were prepared to supply confidential information, which 
was not yet ripe for publicity, to persons whom they could trust. A pledge to 
that effect had been given by him to a gentleman who spoke to him privately on 
behalf of the Russian Jews. The progress of their organisation had been extra- 
ordinary. He did not anticipate that it would stand still or go back, Butit was 
not possible to foretell how great the further progress would be. He asked the 
Congress therefore to be content with the financial information given, for under 
their peculiar circumstances no other arrangement was possible for the time 
being. He could assure them, however, that the money at their disposal had been 
properly spent ; but the Executive Committee agreed with the Finance Com- 
mittee that it was not opportune to publish details. He was delighted to gather 
from the debate that no one charged the Executive Committee with having 
agitated to an insufficient degree, and that the criticism chiefly turned on the 
point as to whether they had used proper means to carry on their propaganda. 

A vote of confidence in the Executive Committee was carried by acclama- 
tion, and the sitting then terminated. 

Now that the first day’s meeting is over, there seems every reason for 
believing that my prediction of a smooth working of the Congress will be verified. 
There has been throughout the day an entire absence of that personal feeling 
which so fiercely obtruded itself last year and threatened to break up the Congress 
almost at the threshold of its birth. There was no need for Dr. Herzl to exer- 
cise his authority for the maintenance of peace and order. Dr. Gaster proved 
himself a very conciliatory Chairman. Of his influence over and popularity with 
his colleagues there can be no doubt. ‘The preliminary meetings were largely 
responsible for the satisfactory state of things prevailing during the day. Only 
once did there threaten to be trouble, and that was when a most meagre financial 
statement was vouchsafed to the Congress. But the Committees concerned had 
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carefully weighed the reasons for withholding full details. the publication of 
which it was feared might injure the cause. After all, there are older Jewish 
bodies commanding very much larger sums than at present are deposited in the 
Zionist coffers which do not publish a balance sheet. This consideration urged 
itself especially on the minds of some of the English delegates, who were 
anxious for the fullest publicity; but in deference to Dr, Herzl's 
expressed wish, they abstained from pressing their demand. The 
vote of confidence which the Congress unstintingly gave to their 
Executive Committee proved that the delegates had been convinced of the need 
for secrecy. I may, however, mention, on the authority of one who knows, 
that the income for the first year did not fall short of five times the amount of 
the balance—say £12,000—which would betoken roughly about 250,000 adherents 
at the rate of a “shekel”’ each. 


THE SECOND DAY. 
Base. 2th August. 

Ten o'clock had been fixed for the commencement of to-day’s business. but 
it was nearer eleven when Dr. Herz. took the chair, Several of the Sub- 
Committees had held meetings, in one case as early as eight o'clock, and they 
had not concluded their business in time to enable us to start punctually. 

Dr HERZ. opened the meeting by reading a list of telegrams and letters 
which had been received from all parts of the world, and written in various 
languages, These telegrams numbered 335 and the letters 1): more than 40 
emanated from Orthodox Rabbis. This announcement was received with loud 


applause. 


M. Berxvaryp Lazare proposed that in future all the publications and 
yroceedings of the Congress shall be published in French as well as German. 
He pointed out that as German only was the language of the Congress, an 
immense number of Jews in France and all the East were unable to understand 
what was being done for the Zionist movement, and were, therefore, debarred 
from joining in it. 

Mr. H. Bexniwicu while supporting M. Lazare’s proposal, claimed the same 
attention for English Jews as for other Jews. He pointed out the immense 
number of English-speaking Jews in the world, and said that it was at the 
present moment of the utmost importance to make an effort to obtain the moral 
and material support of the English Jews for Zionism. He had suggested to 
Dr. Herzl that the next Congress should meet in London: he did not know 
whether this suggestion would meet with favour but in any case the English- 
speaking Jews should be taken into account. _ 

Further proposals were made that the offictal shorthand report of the 
Congress should be published in French, German, English, Russian. Yiddish and 
Hebrew (the latter suggestion being supported in a Hebrew speech by Rabbi 
E. A. Rabonowitsch). An amendment, that the various proposals should be 
referred to the Executive Committee for consideration, was adopted. 


A Political Question. 


M. ASHKENAST Of Paris, read atelegram which had appeared inthe St. Peters- 
burg Othcial (razette to the effect that the Tsar hid directed Count Muraviett to 
invite the Powers to a Conference. with a view to considering the desirability of 
a general disarmament. M. AsttkEN As! said that this statement, if true,must be 
of the utmost importance to Zionism. He suggested that the Congress should 
give formal expression to its gratification at the noble initiative of the Tsar, and 
that some step should be taken whereby the sympathy of a European Conference 
should be gained for the Jewish cause. 


Dr. Gaster. in translating the proposal into English. added the remark that 
at a Conference of the Powers, other questions (which he need not specialise) 
would probably have to be considered, 

The announcement made by M. AsiikeNAsi caused great sensation. Various 
interpretations were Jiut upon his suggestions, but the air was cleared by a states- 
man-like speech from 

Dr. Bopentipimmen. He said that at the present time the Congress had 
nothing before it but a newspaper statement. The Zionist Congress could not 
rest unmoved by the tidings that had reached it, but it had met for a definite 
purpose, and the time at its disposal was too short to admit of its discussing 
general political affairs. What the Congress could do would be to express its joy 
if a new era was about to break forth in European politics. No feelings would 
be hurt if the Congress gave expression to its sentiments by acclamation. and 
then. without further discussion, proceeded to the Order of the Day. 

Great cheering followed this brief speech. 

When the applause had subsided, Dr. Herzw said that the meeting having 
emphatically given vent to its feelings, note would be taken of the incident in the 
protocol. 

| The Programme of the Movement. 


The meeting having quieted down was now in a position to proceed to 
business, the first item on the Agenda being a paper on “ The Programme of 
the Movement,’ by Dr. Max Mandelstamm of Kieff. At this stage Dr. Max 

_Nordau took the chair, 

me Although the paper was supposed to 
deal with the programme, the major 
portion was devoted to a review of the 
situation which had created Zionism, 
and of the strides it had made. It empha- 
sised the need for the sympathy of 
Christians to promote the cause, and 
warned any impetuous adherents that 
their object could not be achieved in a 
day, The speaker urged that differ- 
ences must be avoided between political 
Zionists and Chovevi Zionists. ‘The 
must march together as friends. Politi- 
“al Zionists had been charged with 
being idealists and optimists, but they 
had undertaken nothing which was not 

ractical, On the other hand, Chovevi 
Zionists would have made blunders, 
but for the existence of Political 
Judaism. The Chovevi Zion had pro- 
duced the embryo of the National 
State, and the Chovevi Zion in the 
Kast had rallied to the National Idea. 
The Political Zionists must not re- 
roach men diifering from them who 
iad done good, and who wished to do 
still more good in their own way. 
Coming to the programme, Dr. Man- 
delstamm gave it his fullest support. 
Everything must be done to acquire for the Jews a public legally secured 
home, and to promote colonisation in Palestine to a larger extent than hitherto. 


~ 


Dr. Max Mandelstamm, 
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It was not enough to create a few thousand agriculturists. Many thousands must 
be trained, and industrialists must be trained also. At present the 
question of colonisation from without was not to the fore ; immigration into 
Palsstias having been forbidden, ae could only smuggle ina few, and smuggle 
they would not. Until, therefore, they had obtained permission to bring large 
numbers of Jews into the country, they must content themselves with forming 
colonists from among the Jews already in Palestine. Steps must also be 
taken to promote the knowledge of Hebrew as a living language. 

At the close of the paper, Dr. Friedmann submitted a report of the Com. 
mittee on the verification of credentials. He laid stress on the fact that only 
14 credentials had been irregular. 

The sitting was then suspended for nearly four hours. 

On the resumption in the afternoon, Dr. Nordau again presided, (but was 
succeeded later by Dr. Mandelstamm), and announced receipt of a letter of 
sympathy and greeting from Professor Cesare Lombroso, and of a further 
batch of telegrams. 

Professor Lombroso wrote that were he thirty years younger he would 
have been one of the warmest workers for Zionism, but at his age he lacked 
the necessary fire and strength to take any active part in the movement. 


The Chairman announced that formal note only would be taken of Dr. 
Mandelstamm’s paper in. the morning, and that no debate would take place on 
it, so as not to destroy the great effect it had produced. | 

Rabbi Guiseppe Sonnino, of Naples, representing the Zionist groups in 
Italy, read a paper on the Programme. The paper itself contained nothing of 
practical interest, but it closed with the following propositions :— 


1. That one of the labours of the Congress shall be to propagate with the greatest 
possible publicity the entire and complete programme of Ztonism. 
. That this Programme should be so clear as to tranquillise all consciences, and to put 
an end to doubts existing at present. 
3. That it shall be priated in all the principal languages, and should be publicly 
exhibited in all synagogues and meetiug places. 
|, That Zionist journals, accessible to all purses, should circulate among Jews of al! 
nationalities.

Colonisation. 


Herr L. Morzkin then read along paper on Colonisation, which occupied 
upwards of two hours and forty minutes in delivery. The paper, which was 
au historical sketch of Palestine, contained little that was new. The writer 
travelled over the whole ground, already made familiar by other visitors, and 
over a considerable period of time, going back as far as the 17th century. He 
detailed the various attempts made at different times by individuals and repre- 
sentatives of public bodies to improve the condition of the country. Herr 
Motzkin spoke of the alms which were bestowed on the Ashkenazim Jews in 


Jerusalem by their coreligionists in Europe. of the schools established by the 


Rothschilds and the Alliance Isratlite, and then proceeded to give statistical 
data of all the Agricultural Colonies in Palestine. He severely blamed the 
administrators of the colonies under the patronage of Baron Edmond de Roth- 
schild for many shortcomings, but he hail a warm word for the Baron himself. 
He urged that the Congress should strive with all its might to bring about the 
opening of the doors of Palestine once again to the Jews. 

When Herr Motzkin concluded it was past seven o clock, and an adjournment 
was announced for half an hour, which stretched itself ito considerably over 
an hour. | 


Nothing more wearying and tedious can be conceived than this second day of 
the Congress. Its uninteresting nature—the mildest expression possible—was 
unrelieved except by one incident in the morning, which caused a great deal 
of excitement and threw some of the leaders of the Congress into a state 
of nervous agitation. The excitement, was caused partly by joy at the 
glad tidings of the Tsar's Rescript on Peace, partly by anxiety lest a 
wrong construction should be put on any action taken by the Congress. 
The hubbub was intense, but it was far more welcome than the listless- 
ness of the afternoon. Herr Moskin’s paper lasted close upon three hours 
and the result of the waste of time which was permitted is that after two days’ 
sitting no business whatsoever directly connected with the Zionist programme 
has been done. The first day's agenda could not well have been different. An 
address by the President was necessary ; no one would care to have missed Dr, 
Nordau’s magnificent and brilliant oration, and the not too long report of the 
Executive Committee, and the far too short Financial Statement were inevitable, 
But a paper by an individual, however distinguished, on the programme, which 
only briefly dealt with the theme and then gave it a pat on the back :.a speech by 
an Italian Rabbi who repeated proposals which had already been made over and 
over again; and a paper undoubtedly of great statistical value, but owing to its 
great length more suited for a magazine than for oral delivery ; all these were 
so much time wasted. There was some excuse last year for this course ; then 
there had been nothing to lay before the Congress, now there were subjects of 
importance awaiting solution, and all these were to be put off until the very 
last. On the subject of colonisation there were weighty recommendations from 
the Committee entrusted with that subject. Had the day not been lost in the 
way described, these recommendations could have been disposed of without the 
necessity for an evening sitting, but, as will be seen later, even then they were 
barely discussed. Rumours were circulated that the question of the Colonial 
Bank would not come on till late on Wednesday. Let us put the charitable 
construction on this intention that all the details of so novel and great an 
undertaking required much thought and deliberation, but I am bound to admit 
that another interpretation was put on the delay. To the mass of delegates 
from Russia, where the largest subscriptions have been forthcoming, the Colonial 
Bank was everything, and they had determined among themselves that unless 
this subject was the first item on the agenda, on the third and last day, they 
would leave the Congress in a body and return home. This decision was not 
kept a secret, and in order to prevent friction Mr. L. J. Greenberg was busily 
occupied for some time in getting up a requisition to the Executive Committee, 
for which he obtained numerous signatures, requesting them to give the Bank 


the premier position in to-morrow’s programme. Mr. Greenberg's action had 
the desired effect. Immediately upon Dr. Herzl taking the chair after the 
adjournment, 


Mr. GREENBERG asked the President whether the Bank question would # 
the first taken on the morrow, and whether the prospectus would be submitte 
to the Congress at the same time. . 


Dr. Herz. replied that it was hoped to have the prospectus distributed in 
the morning. Meetings would be held later that evening, and if everything se 
not settled they would be continued during the night. In any case the Ban 
question would be the first on the Agenda.—[{ Loud cheers. | 


M. Sam Pineves, on behalf of the Colonisation Committee, formally moved

the work of colonisation heretofore accomplished in Palestine. It desires to 

continue such colonisation labour, and declares :— 

1. That useful or desirable occupation of Palestine sha!l be taken t» siznify such 
coloni-ation as may be consummated on the basis of the c msent to be acaorded by 
the Turkish Government, and according to the p'ans, and furthermore, under the 
guidance of a Commission or Committee t) be chosen by the Congress. 

2. This Committee, which shall be appointed to supervise and guide all colonisation 

_ affairs, shall consist of ten members—such Committee to be located or officially 
_ resident in London. The Committee shall be made up as follows: Three repre- 
sentatives from England, two from Russia, one each from Galicia, Germany, 

Roumania, and two members of the Actions ( Execative) Committee. 

3. The earliest work of the Colonisation Committee shall be undertaken with 
reference to the Jews who now dwe!! in Ottoman lands (Turkey). 

4, The activity of the prospective Colonisation Bank shall be directed to the end 
that the consent of the Turkish Government shall be secured with a view to con- 
tinuing the Colonisation work. one 3 

5. The Congress urges all Zionists to exercise their influence to the end that all 
Colonisation Societies shall endeavour to labour in accordance with the plan as 
laid down in the above resolutions. 

6. The Congress requests the Executive Committee to institute scientific investiga- 
tions in order that the legal status of the Jews in Turkey (Ottoman Empire), 
more particularly in Palestine, may be definitely ascertained. 


A formidable list of speakers was handed in to the President. After the 
first of them, the Russian Rabbi Raninowrrcen, had spoken in 
Hebrew against practical colonisation, and after his speech had been incorrectly 
interpreted into German, various proposals were submitted for shortening the 
discussion. ‘The first motion, which was to all intents and purposes the Closure, 
was rejected by an overwhelming majority; a similar fate, though the adverse 
majority was not so large, befell a motion by Herr Witty Bamuvs that instead 
of a general debate one gentleman should be selected from the list to argue in 
favour and another to speak against the recommendations (a course which was 
found very efficacious last year). The only motion earried was that no one 
should speak longer than five minutes, whereupon one gentleman withdrew his 


name. as he confessed he could not unburden himself of all that was on his mind ° 


in so Short a time. The motion was, however, immediately violated, for Herr 
AARON Markus, a Galician delegate, was allowed to speak ten minutes, and 
when closured by the President, went on with the consent of the meeting. 
Extraneous matter was introduced into the discussion. A) M. Soxx, whe bad 
travelled all the way from South America, desired to expose the abuses that had 
crept into the Argentine Colonies ; bat he could not make himself heard, many 
persons clamouring that they were directly concerned with Palestine, and tha 
Argentina was not before them. | 

Herr A. Markus, however, was more successful with the same scheme. He 
declared that the Argentine Colonies had been a failure, and urged that they 
should be abandoned, and that the thousands of settlers who would thus be freed 
should be taken in hand by the Zionist Congress, and form the nucleus of new 
settlements in Palestine under its auspices. He was well aware of the pro- 
hibition against immigration into Palestine, but he felt sure that if the Enelish 
(rovernment were approached, it would in the cause of humanity take these 
unhappy people under its protection, and induce the Porte to modify in their 
favour the severity of the prohibition regulation. 
Zionists would show that they were entitled to rank as a political body. 

At this point the meeting evidently had had enough for the day. Besides, 
there was a‘ Commers” to which the Congress had been invited by “ Young 
Zion,” and so another motion to close the sitting was carried without ditheulty. 
By another show of hands it was decided that the Bank question should next 
morning precede the resumption of the debate on Colonisation, 


THIRD DAY. 


| BasLe, 
The Colonial: Bank. 


To-day Dr. Herzl took the chair very shortly after the time announced, and 
without any delay we set to business, | 


Herr D. Wotrrsousn, one of the members of the Provisional Bank Com- 


mittee, said that when any new undertaking was contemplated it was desirable 
to know whether it was necessary, ‘and if necessary, whether there existed a 
probability of its being called into being. When these two points had been 
solved, then came the time for practical action. That would follow if the 
Congress approved the Bank project. Was the Bank necessary? This question 
was easily answered. It was self-evident that if the Zionists wished to attain 
their object, a business undertaking was necessary, and the best form such an 
undertaking could assume was undoubtedly.a Bank, and that enterprise would 
be the Jewish Colonial Bank. The Executive Committee which only com- 
menced its operations after the close of the first Congress, was soon convinced 
of the need for the Bank. More difficult, however, was the possibility of bring- 
ing about its establishment. There was a German proverb: “ Probiren geht 
liber studiren.” The Executive Committee acted on this proverb, and they 
determined to institute a trial subscription in order to test the strength of the 
movement. The Preliminary Conference in Vienna, as was well known, deter- 
mined without further preliminaries to open a subscription, and to ask for an 
immediate payment of 10 per cent. on the amount subscribed, This notable 
subscription has been carried through without bankers and financiers and with- 
out prospectus or statutes. Asa test it was an overwhelming success. Ina few 
vole four million francs had been subscribed. Remarkable and unique was the 
subscription ; because never before had a Bank been started without prospectus 
and statutes, and witha subscription of four million francs ; and because it was a 
peoples’ subscription from all parts of the world where Jews lived. A large 
number of societies and associations had reported that the subscription would 
be much larger still as soon as a systematic project. was laid before the public. 
he subscription had only been opened in the middle of July, and still monies 
were flowing in. The best guarantee for success was popularity, and this popu- 
larity had been assured to an almost incredible degree in ee ge taaps to the entire 
number of Jews in the world. 23,000 persons had applied for, shares, % per 
cent. of them for single shares. ‘This participation of the masses was the best 
guarantee for the security of the ck and laid on its promoters and 
managers the duty of working with the utmost care and precaution. 
The first practical step to be taken would be to appoint a Committee 
which should take measures for the definitive establishment of the Bank. 

e Bank Conference, which commenced its deliberations in Basle on 25th inst., 
and had only just concluded its labours would submit a proposal to that effect. 
the Bank would be the chief factor, not a mere financial undertaking in the 
ordinary sense, in representing the common interests of the Jews. For that 
purpose experts were necessary. The Congress could decide the fundamental 
points, the Committee wou!d do the rest. It went without saying that objections 
had been raised against the creation of the Bank. The objections were two in 
number ; first that the Anti-Semites would be in a position to charge the Jews 


With wishing to create an international financial power, the second 
that similar denominational banks, for example, the Catholic Bank, 
had failed. Buth objections could easily be refuted. If it were 


& question of an international financial power the proposed bank could not be 
affected, because it was desired to establish a National Bank. This was shown 

y the nature of the subscription. The Jewish Colonial Bank would not be 
against nations generally but for the welfare of the Jewish people, and therefore 


By action of this) kind the © 
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the word “ Jewish ” was written on the title of the Bank. »'The second objection 
was not applicable to their project. He pointed out the instance of England, 
which, wherever it had set foot, started at once with the establishment of Banks, 
and had by that means acquired more colonies than by guns and powerful 
fleets. Unparalleled as was the circumstance that a Jewish Congress had 
assembled so unparalleled would, he declared, be the results of the Jewish 
Colonial Bank. 

Herr Wolffsohn’s speech was frequently interrupted by applause, which 
fas particularly enthusiastic when he quitted the tribune. 


Dr. BopeNuEIMER, another member of the Provisional Bank Committee, 
then, on behalf of the Bank Conference, read the draft prospectus of the Jewish 
Colonial Bank. He requested the Congress not to regard the dovument as a 


business prospectus, but simply as a memorandum to make clear the intentions 


of the promoters of the Bank. 


The memorandum states that as a means for the creation of a public legally 


assured home for the Jewish people in Palestine and Syria a Bank shall be 
founded. The Bank shall not have a philanthropic tendency, but shall be a 
purely commercial undertaking, on a most solid and strictly business basis. The 
Zionist movement would be served by the Bank through. the concentration and 
amalgamation of Jewish capital and Jewish industrial powers in a specified 
country, namely by activity in the promotion of colonisation in Syria and Pales- 
tine. Within these lines the Bank will be entirely free and unfettered in 
its business activity and management. Although it serves an ideal object, the 
Bank shall be managed exclusively from a commercial pointof view. The Bank 
shall be an undertaking on the lines of the German Commercial Corporations, 
which are active in the expansion of German Colonial possessions, inasmuch as 
in countries. across the seas they obtain concessions, privileges, titles, and 
sovereign rights to lay out plantations and construct railways. That the activity 
of the Bank within these limits can be a lucrative one, is proved not only by the 
fact that German, English and French enterprises operate successfully on the same 
lines—of which one example need only be given, the railways in Anatolia pro- 
moted by the German Bank-—but also by the natural wealth of the countries in 
which the Bank is destined to work. As several misconceptions prevail on this 
latter point, the memorandum cites authorities to prove tae contrary. Among 
the authorities quoted are Major Conder, and Mr. Haskett Smith in the 
wrote that in his opinion the introduction of the 
railway system into Palestine would more than anything else promote the return 
of the Jews to the land of their fathers). When the subscription is closed it is 
intended to send Jewish directors to Palestine, financiers and technical experts, 
with the object of establishing business houses in Haifa and Beyrout (Gaza. 
Jatfa, Sarda, Pripoh, Aleppo) to acquire well-irrigated lands. and to erect 
factories for the manufacture of all kinds of goods. It iscontemplated that the 
headquarters of the Bank shall be in London. In order, however, to ensure 
that the direction of the Bank shall be rigidly organised, the regulations of the 
German Joint Stock Company Law shall be acted upon, as far as the English 
law permits. In Europe, the Bank shall only carry on such business as 1s 
specially to be recommended, tn order to insure that interest may be paid on 
capHal, as long as the enterprises contemplated by the Bank are not yet 
commenced, 
The following are the recommendations of the Bank Conference : 

I. Under the name “Jewish Colomal Bank,’ a bank shall be founded 
which shall be under the supervision of a Corporation to. be appointed by the 
Congress. This body shall be charged with the promotion or the foundation of’ 
the following enterprises, mso far as they will yield a protitable revenue :— 

1 Creation of industrial establishments, both of [nsuran:e and Shippiag Companies 
ia the Kast [the words “especially Palestine and Syria’ were subse yuently 
added] for the purpose of utilising Jewish labour : 

2, The support of Jewish Agricultural Colonies by guaranteeing loans to colonists 
against mortgagees, securities or bills, and by ths purciase and parcelling of 
land, «ce. 

3. Organisation of export and import trade in Syria and Palestine by support of 
commercial undertakings. 

4. Acyuisition of concessions for construction of roads, harbour works, mines, and 
trade monopolies in the Kast. 

5 Establishment of, or partnership in, banks for the ab )ve-named objects. 


2. In addition to these enterprises, the Bank is empowered temporarily to 


utilise its funds for profitable undertakings of such a character that they shall 
not be locked up for any dength of time. 
The. details will be settled by the Preparatory Committee. : 
3. All speculative businesses are on principle excluded. 3 


4. The Bank shall according to circumstances and practicability, establish — 


branches in different countries. 
>. The Bank shall be founded with a capital of two millon pounds sterling, 
in shares of one pound sterling each. On the establishment of the Bank the 
Preparatory Committee is empowered to issue these shares in part only in 
proportion to the number applied for. 

6. The seat of the Bank is London. 
7. The Preparatory Committee shall settle the constitution and management 
of the Bank with due regard to the draft Statutes and to the wishes expressed 
by the Congress, and shall, in agreement with the Executive Committee of the 
Zionist Congress, make these the basis of the Bank. 

&. The Congress approves the election of a Committee of nine members to 
make preparations for the establishment of the Bank, viz. :—

This Committee is empowered to co-opt other members in all countries with 
the view to the formation of an enlarged Committee, which shall organise the 
subscription. ‘Che Committee of nine has authority, under supervision of the 
Executive Committee of the Zionist Congress, to adopt measures which are 
desirable or practical for the foundation ot the Bank, : 


Dr. BopENHEIMER formally moved the adoption of the foregoing 
resolutions. i 

A discussion lasting upwards of four hours followed.. As a large number of 
names were sent to the President, Mr.H. Bentwich moved that every speaker be 
limited to five minutes. This motion was carried. Nearly all the speakers were 
in favour of the establishment of the Bank; the minority mainly belonged to 
the Socialist element, who sought to set the masses against the classes. One 
member of this group on shouting * Bauch-juden” (Stomach Jews) was asked by 
the President to remember the object for which they had met. 

The closure of the general debate having been agreed to, two speakers were 
chosen from among those who had not yet had a hearing. | 

Herr Witty Bamevus, while advocating the establishment of a Bank, con- 
sidered it need not’ be established at once. This should be postponed until next 


year, when the Statutes could be submitted to the Congress. He moved an 
amendment in this sense. 


M. Berxarp Lazare in supporting the amendment, said that though a 
year might be gained were the Bank established immediately, a great deal more

-imperishable goods of culture and education, of faith and truth. 
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would be lost thereby. The prospect was not sufficiently democratic, and had 
not been stucied by the Jewish people. 


Dr. Henze retorted that if they were to wait until everybody had expressed 
his opinion, they would establish nothing. 

A. vote was now taken amid great excitement. Tremendous cheering broke 
out when Resolutions 1 to & (with the addition of “especially Palestine and 
Syria” after “in the East,” in resolution 1, subsections | and 4) were declared 
carried—it may be said almost unanimously, for very few hands were held up to 
the contrary. 

On Resolution 0. Mr. Li. J. GREENBERG moved the substitution of the name 
of Mr. H. Bentwich for that of Mr. Heymann. Mr. Greenberg said that although 
he knew Mr. Heymann that gentleman's name was unknown to almost every 
other English delegate present. He also missed the name of an American repre- 
sentative, As the seat of the Bank was to be London, it was pre-eminently 
necessary that the English representative should be a man prominent and well 
known, a good worker and a business man. 

Mr. Bexvwicil expressed his inability to serve, and the President pointed 
out that as the Committee had power to co-opt, they would no doubt add other 
desirable men to their body. ee 

The Committee. as nominated, was then elected ex bloc, and the sitting was 
suspended for an hour. ; 


Colonisation. 


Qn the reassembling: of the Congress, the debate on Colonisation was 
resumed, 

Mr KE. WeRapgisowticz said that he was glad to see from the preamble that 
the Congress was called upon to express its sympathy with the activity of the 
colonisation societies. As for those Societies their sympathy with the Congress 


had been expressed by their presence at the Congress and by their endeavour | 


to avoid any discord amongst Zionists. Especially for England this mutual 
declaration of harmony would be a God-send : affairs there had lately taken a 
very unpleasant turn. Mr. Ranersowiez went on to say that he still believed in 
the necessity for the separate and continued existence of the Colonising Societies. 
The Executive Committee had not emerged as yet from the state of aspiration 
while the Chovevi Zion Societies had a record of practical work behindthem. As 
soon as the Executive Committee undertook practical colonisation work, as soon 
as practical results of the legal colonisation method would be visible, the 
colonisation societies would gladiy unite with the Central Committee for Common 
Colonisation work. He. therefore. moved to msert in resolution 5 the words : 
“those colonising societies who wish to continue their activity, independent of 
the Vienna Central Committee.” 

Herr Witiy emphatically declared that it was not desired to 
smuggle a smele person ito Palestine. He dissented from Herr Motzkin’s 
sketch, which he considered to be one-sided, and he averred that had it not been 
for Baron Edmond de Rothschild there would be no colonies in Palestine.

He said he desired to 
bring about more harmony between the teaching and the practice of many 
Ziontsts. He proposed the establishment of a General Hebrew Speaking Union 
to influence the younger generation in all communities, acting alerendcally of 
the general community ; the appointment of an Education Committee, consisting 
of fifteen members, to considera variety of subjects, the expenses to be defrayed 


out of the shekel contribution: and the sending of a delegate to Palestine to 


investigate the educational status of the Jews. 


Speech by the Rev. Dr. Gaster. 


Dr. Gasirer, who was loudly cheered on entering the Tribune, delivered the 
A different 
atmosphere pervades the whole. We have been talking hitherto of millions of 
money, of milhons of people, of banking operations, and of colonisation, the 
perishable goods of this world. Now we will talk of the millions of souls, of the 

| Our Zionism, 
if it is to live, cannot be one-sided. It cannot limit itself to political and national 
regeneration. without including as its vital element intellectual regeneration. 
When nations arrive at a critical period in. their history they conjure up the 


dead, they open the graves of their great departed, they remem- 
ber their. past. life activity, they read. their works, they 
erect statues to them, and they. point to them as models of their 
generation, This, if you will allow me, is Aryan. We act differently. 


We do not worship the past, because we alone hold that the future is better than 
the past. We are known as optimists, and whenever any wrong is done to. us or 
we are exposed to hardships, we are comforted by the thought that. it must be 
better, and it will be better. We do not commence with an age of gold that 
deteriorates in time to a silver and iron age. We, on the contrary, look to the 
continual improvement and progress of mankind, and that is what we under- 


~ 


stand under the name of the Messianic age. That hope has been the solace of | 


our race in its wanderings through the world. The light of culture and educa- 
tion has never been extinguished in our midst. We Jews alone among the 
nations know no Middle Age. When all the nations of Europe were covered by the 
darkness of ignorance and superstitution, in the home of the Jews there was 
always light like in ancient times in Egypt. When the literary treasures of 
Rome and Hellas were buried under the ruins of the past, we Jews took the 
spade in hand and delved up all those treasures and polished and cleaned them 
and circulated them again among mankind. We were the Guardians of educa. 
tion and culture, but it had become Jewish culture, it had been thoroughly 
assimilated, it had entered into our very life, and had been embued with the 
Jewish spirit. Ina similar manner must Zionism identify itself with the culture 
of modern times; it must be Jewish culture. We cannot afford to give up one 
iota of all the conquests of the spirit in past and present ages. We do not wish 
to be impoverished in our spiritual treasures, because it is part of our religion to 
seek all that is great, all that is noble, and all that is beautiful in education 
science and knowledge. It is for this very reason that when the Jews are 
persecuted and are driven to foreign countries, their very first act is to establish 
schools. So it happened in the case of the Colonists in Palestine and repeated 
itself with the Colonists in the Argentine. They did not ask to have houses 
built for themselves ; their first question was: Where is ourschool? These were 
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the schools for the little children. Zionism must go hand-in-hand with culture 
and progress, with school and education pervaded by the spirit of 
our sacred faith. It is this element, this religious element, whic 
knits us together much more strongly, though often unconsciously, than the 
mere principles of a political or racial unity. This is a string on the harp 
which the Levites had hung upon the willows by the streams of Babylon. 
Whenever the sigh of pain, the breath of anguish strikes it, the string vibrates 
and produces a thrilling echo in our whole being. It is this feeling which has 
brought us together to create one whole and undivided Zionism. I do not for 
a moment say that we areall of one religious opinion, for then we would repre- 
sent not the whole of Israel with all its manifold shades and forms of religious 
thought and beliefs, but one party only. Zionism cannot be the repre. 
sentative of only one party or one section of Israel if it is to live. 
As we are in religious views a divided house we must have absolute 
tolerance one for the other. I do_ not understand a one-sided toler- 
ance which claims all rights for one, and denies them to the other. I do not for 
a1 moment desire to impose my own religious convictions on my fellow Zionists. 
but I want mine to be respected just as much as [ respect the religious suscepti- 
bilities of others. Zionism has not to side with any one party nor to identify 
itself with any special mode of thought. We must allow absolute perfec: 
liberty of thought, nor has any one of us the right to interfere with the religious 
convictions of his neighbour... But, whatever the difference between individuals 
may be, the unity of religious sentiment remains with us. It is the 
abiding factor in our whole movement ; it may lie re down, hidden away 
in the breast of our people: it is there incontestably. It blends itself 
here in our Zionist movement into one harmonious whole. And if one of my 
friends present here dissents from that opinion, | must point out to him that 
every musician will tell him how the apparent dissonance ends in harmony. — If 
the light breaks through a prison it dissolves itself into many colours, into the 
colours of the rainbow. But if the colours combine again, if there is no obstruc- 
tion, they form the clear light of ia And so it is with religious light ; if it 
does not break itself against the angles of human proclivity, it shines with un- 
diminished light. The religious element, nevertheless, lies at the very foundation 
of the Zionist movement. It reminds me of the remarkable legend of the 
Cathedral at Strassburg. It is said that deep down in the foundations of that 
huge structure lies embedded a stone, which if struck with the hammer 


makes the whole building shake and tremble, and its” towers = rock 
a ° bd r 

to and fro. So the deep foundation of our Zionist move- 

ment lies embedded that religious stone, which, if touched roughly 


as with a hammer will make the whole structure shake and tremble. 
and its pinnacles rock to and fro. We must, therefore, not allow any such 
striking of the corner stone of our building. And just as much as I respect, and 
we should respect individual liberty and freedom of thought, in the same manner 
nothing should be attempted that should in the remotest degree rend this tic 
which binds us together. The individuals may be and worship whatever they 
please, but Zionism asan institution dare not undertake anything that should 
violate in the least the precepts of orthodox Judaism. I therefore pro- 
pose for your adoption the following resolution: Zionism aims not only at 
the economical and political, but also at the spiritual regeneration of the 
Jewish people ; it thus rests upon the foundation of modern culture, and adheres 
to its achievements. Zionism will not undertake anything which would be con- 
trary to Jewish religious law. (Loud cheers.) I see, by the way you underscore 
my proposition by your applause, that I need not add anything, no more light 
is needed when everything 1s ablaze, and I could only add a small spark to that 
glow of enthusiasm which [ have kindled in your hearts. (Great applause.) 

A scene of wild enthusiasm took place when Dr. Gaster concluded his 
speech, which was spoken with considerable power and eloquence. Numerous 
delegates pressed forward to congratulate him and shake him by the hand. A 
few embraced him, and others “ chaired” the rev. gentleman, who had undoubt- 
edly infused new life into the proceedings. 

It was immediately resolved that Dr. Gaster's speech be separately printed. 

Other speakers followed. Dr. Gaster’s resolution was passed, and late in the 
evening a further adjournment took place. 


THE CLOSING MEETING—AN ALL-NIGHT SITTING. 


Tumultuous and Stirring Scenes. 


BASLE, WEDNESDAY, 


It was midnight when the Congress re-assembled. Notwithstanding that 
there had been an exhausting sitting, a large number of delegates, including 
ladies, remained for the final meeting and the gallery was almost filled with 
spectators of both sexes. Much remained to be done and a motion was at 
once submitted that the Congress should sit yet another day. There were. 
however, overwhelming reasons why this was impossible, the chief being that 
many. delegates had made arrangements, which could not be altered, to leave 
Basle on the following day. The motion was therefore rejected by aconsiderable | 
majority. 

The meeting elected a Colonisation Committee, the members chosen for 
England being Messrs. H. Bentwich, L. J. Greenberg and I. Seligman ; for 
America, the Rev. Stephen’ Wise ; Galicia, Dr. Salz: Roumania, Herr Pineles : 
peo a Herr Ben Ami Rabinowitch and Herr Temkin; and Germany, Dr. 

oewe. 

Before any further Committees could be elected, deplorable scenes were 
enacted. Dr.S, R. Landau had been speaking at some length on the social question 
in which again the subject of the masses, versus the classes, was introduced. The 
President interrupted the speaker by remarking that he and the Congress were 
willing to sit up all night in the interests of Zionism, but not to discuss social 
questions. Dr. Landau resumed his speech, but his advanced opinions were 80 
repugnant to the majority that cries arose again and again of “Schluss.” The 
President repeatedly rang his bell, but failed to secure silence, and a motion 

iving expression to the informal cries was submitted that Dr. Landau should no 
onger be heard. It was carried with scarcely a dissentient, but Dr. Landau 
refused to quit the tribune. The temper of the Congress, wearied by long hours 
of work, was now thoroughly rotised and there was loud hooting when Dr. 
Landau, at length obeying the Chairman’s command exclaimed: “I am forced 
to retire.’ Other attempts by similar spirits were made to break up the 
Congress, and fur a moment it appeared as though violent hands would be laid 
on the disturbers. The President carried the meeting with him when he 
said that the peaceful course which the Congress had run was displeasing t» 
some unruly persons, but he would not permit the last night of the 
Congress to be disturbed. (Loud cheers). Yet further fuel was added 
when Professor Dr. Mandelstamm, one the Vice-Presidents, shaking 
with passion, demanded that all Socialists should be excluded from_ the 
Congress. This demand was hailed with cheers, but Dr. Herzl—who throughout 
the trying position in which he was placed, had retained his coolness and shown 
masterly tact—refused to accept the motion, on the ground that he would not 
suffer politics to be imported. Dr. Herzl reaped fresh laurels when he made a 
renewed appeal for order. He said that similar painful scenes were enacted 1n 
many Parliaments without loss of respect for those bodies, but Zionism would 
be injured by such scenes. 
nother attempt was soon made to introduce discord, but Dr. HERZL quietly 
observed that if the Congress were dissatisfied with the manner in which the 
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meeting was conducted, they had the means of giving effect to their opinion by 
a vote of ay of confidence. He, therefore, asked the meeting to give a vote 
on this point. 

fy vote of confidence was carried by acclamation, a forest of hands being 
held up in its favour. 

The meeting then proceeded to the election of the Executive Committee, 
after it had voted for its enlargement. In connection with this election 
ersonalities were indulged in by the Galician delegates, one speaker bein 
interrupted by the epithet of “liar,” while another complained that force ha 

been employed against him. 


The PRESIDENT read the result of the election, from which it appeared that 
the Rev. Dr. Gaster and Mr. J. de Haas had been elected by the English Group 
of delegates as their representatives on the Executive Committee. The 
delegates for Vienna were declared to be Drs. Herzl, Kokesch, Schnirer, Mintz, 
L. Kahn and Architect Marmorek. This announcement was, for obvious reasons 
made, not by the President, but by Dr. Mandelstamm, and when he read out the 
name of Dr. Herzl there was an outburst of applause. The few malcontents 
had temporarily left, so that it was the entire assembly, men and ladies, delegates 
and visitors in the gallery, who rose cheering with all the. power of their lungs, 
and waving handkerchiefs for some minutes. This gratifying demonstration 
evidently moved Dr. Herzl, who bowed over and over again, and amply compen- 
sated him for the annoyances to which he had been subjected. 


A vote of thanks was passed, on the motion of Dr. HERZL, to the Permanent 
Committee. 


It was now past three o'clock in the morning, and the short adjournment, 
announced by the PRESIDENT, was very welcome. Various business matters 
were disposed of after the adjournment. It was resolved that instead of the 
appointment of a Supervisory Committee (as provided for in Resolution. 1 of 
the Bank Scheme) the work should be entrusted to the Executive Committee. 


Dr. HERZL reported that several proposals had been sent in which would be 
dealt with by the Executive Committee. One was that the next Congress should 
meet at the Hague. There was another proposal, which in the name of the 
Executive Committee he asked the Congress at once to reject, viz., that the 
members of the Executive Committee should receive suitable remuneration for 
their arduous labours. 


The meeting accordingly rejected the motion. Frau Ellmann made an 


earnest request that an appeal should be addressed to Jewish women to look 
after the education of Jewish children. 


THE ADIEU. 


‘* Pree and United under one God.’’ 


Rabbiner Dr. Rutr then rose and in impressive language, urged on the 
Congress to thank their Creator for having given them such men as those who 
had so worthily presided over the meetings, and had given offence to no one. 
He implored them to remain free, and to be united under one God. He called 
for three “Hochs” for Dr, Herzl, Dr. Nordau, Rev. Dr. Gaster and Dr. 
Mandelstamm. 

It is difficult, writing under the impression of the grand scene which I have 
just witnessed, to do justice to the magnificent demonstration which followed 
on Dr. Rulf’s appeal. Scarcely had the deeply-moved assembly regained their 
composure when their feelings were again stirred to their very depths by an 
eloquent speech from Herr Strelitski, who, on behalf of the delegates, expressed 
their thanks to Dr. Herzl and his colleagues, and in his peroration prayed that 
they might long be spared for such noble work, and that the God of Israel 
might give them their reward. 

Dr. Herz. appeared visibly affected, and looked every inch a king as he 
faced his audience for the last time this year. He asked the Congress to tender 
their gratitude to the authorities of Basle for the goodwill again showed towards 
them. He tendered his own thanks to all friends of the cause who must 
have been convinced that the cause was one which had the welfare of the 
Jewish people at heart. Zionism was no longer a sad necessity, as had 
been said; but a glorious ideal—to use the words of Dr. Max Nordau: “die 
letzte Anstrengung der Juden,” (‘the final effort of the Jews”). Might it 
succeed and the work it had taken in hand be of permanent value. The Jews 
were in a state of migration. Their moral migration had begun ; wherever 
they went might it be to light on better days. | 

The profound silence which prevailed during this short but impressive 
address, was broken at its termination by renewed cheers and hand-clappings. 
The last farewells were spoken, and as we bade good-bye to the second Basle 
Congress the day began to dawn on earnest men and women, who, fatigued 
though they were, even then were loth to part.

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THE SECOND BASLE CONGRESS. 
(FROM ONE OF THE DELEGATES. | 


The most ardent anti-Zionist—the most obstinate Chovevi Zionist—and 
perhaps the English variant of the latter is an equivalent of the former, must 
have felt his blood run quicker with delight, and his pulse beat faster with 
pride, had he been with us at Basle this week. I refer not for the moment to the 
proceedings of the Congress itself as to which, I doubt not, your special repre- 
sentative will do ample justice, nor do I think of the numerous Conferences and 
Committees which have run their course “fast and furious” during these last 
few days. What I would accentuate is the spirit that reigns supreme with every 
delegate one meets—the spirit of re-united Jewry. the spirit of re-awakened 
Nationalism. This it is that swallows up every other feeling, and of feelings, of 
aspirations, of ideas. of plans, of proposals—diverse and apparently irreconcilable— 
there isnoend. But the spirit of re-united Jewry, of re-awaked Nationalism covers 
allelse and presents a homogeneous whole that astounds one who, like myself, knows 
something of the detailed nature of the “pieces” that go to make up the 
“scene.” 

And this spirit of re-united Jewry and re-awakened Nationalism has 
come to stay—it is here to bind together, as mere sand is welded into impreg- 
nable rock. the great movement to which the hardly sufficiently comprehensive 
term of ** Zionism” is applied. Those who have watched. as we have been privi- 
leged to watch, the working of the spirit which is the root of the whole 
movement can have no fear of the ultimate success of Zionism. Magnify how 
you will ditferences of opinion, differences of methods, differences between Paris 
and Vienna, differences between Colonisers and Nationalisers—what are they ?— 
the mere tides, the mere waves of a vast illimitable sea. And just as you can- 
not comprehend the majesty, the grandeur, of the ocean by dabbling in a foot- 
bath of Tidman’s Sea Salt in your bedroom, so it is not. possible 
to understand Zionism from the mere local example to which 
most of your readers have been limited. Let me = give you’ an 
instance. I left England with the quarrel picked: by Colonel Gold- 
smid and one or two others with the yet embryonic Federation 
ringing in our ears. I thought the tacties pursued, paltry before I 
left. Writing as I am whilst the Congress is in progress. I do not hesitate to 
say they have been puny and contemptible beyond words, and their effect upon 
Zionism is hardly as much as would be caused upon the swift flow of the Rhine. 
if one threw a straw from one of the bridges that span it at Basle. Here, 
when one mentions Colonel Goldsmid’s withdrawal from the Federation, the 
matter is passed over with a contemptuous shrug of the shoulders—it is of no 
consequence, though unfortunate. Even the attitude of “ respectable ~ English 
Jewry, to which you give able tongue, is regarded also as unfortunate, but of no 
vital consequence in the least. The matter was summed up by Dr. Max Nordau, 
when, in one of the finest flights of his magnificent oration, he, in effect. 
declared: “ We know no party in Zionism: we know nothing of Zionism or 
anti-Zionism in Jewry : Zionism is Judaism and Judaism is Zionism.” 

And to tell the truth this pronouncement looks to be something much 
more than a mere oratorical flight. When Jews of such diverse religious con- 
viction and practice as Dr. Gaster and Dr. Herzl, as the “Chasid” Rabbiner 
Rabbinowitz. of Kovno, and Dr. Max Nordau, as Dr. Riilf (late of Memel) and 
M. Bernard Lazare can sit together on one platform and can be drawn thence 
by one object, it were futile to talk of Zionism as impracticable. If it has 
accomplished such a cohesion in Jewry, who shall venture to set a limit to its 
capabilities and its power? Dr. Nordau has spoken truth and spoken it 
beautifully—Zionism has discovered a centrifugal force for Jews, which, if not 


~ new, has long lain dormant, and if not the true one it at least possesses, it must 


be conceded, infinitely more absorbing power than any other that modern times 
have rendered us. | 

And this brings me to say how clearly the Canference shows that Zionism 
is not dependent upon one man or one set of men. I heard Dr. Herzl remark 
that few things had given him greater pleasure than the fact that the 
most important part of the detailed arrangements of the Conference had 
been completed without his being present. ‘This proves,” said he, “that the 
movement is more than individual. and that if I die or am disabled. 
what I have assisted in establishing will remain. That is the highest tribute to 
our work.” And there is even more striking evidence of this fact in the paucity 


at the Congress of men who in their own homes are communal leaders. If we 


exclude the Rabbis, one looks for such men almost in vain, and when one 
thinks of the immense brain power that must be concentrated here, one cannot 
but come to the conclusion, first, that communal leaders are not chosen for brain 
power ; and next, that Zionism, by attracting this element, is at the same time 
securing itself against the pitfalls and the dangers of the one-man movement. 
None the less, Zionists are not slow to recognise the men who pre-eminently 
serve the cause. The reception accorded to Dr. Herzl I have only seen equalled 
by the greeting extended to Gladstone or Bright on some great occasion, whilst 
the enthusiasm which manifested itself towards Dr. Max Nordau when on 
Sunday he addressed the Congress I have never seen approached, even allowing 
for difference of temperament, at any gathering in’ England. 
because no man I have ever listened to, amongst English orators, has 
the power, or the combination of powers, possessed by Max Nordau. The logical 
arrangement of his oration was worthy of Gladstone at his best, his beautiful: 
imagery and the classic language in which he clothed it—withal so sim ple—was 
worthy of anything that John Bright ever attained, whilst his incisive sarcasm 
would have made the reputation of half a dozen Mr. Chamberlains. And yet 
there were superadded a dramatic force that brought tears and laughter from his 
audience in quick succession ; a voice which, now nigh silent as a muffled bell, 
anon was raucous with righteous contempt, and yet again was in tone sweetly 
contemplative as like a limpid, peaceful brook. it carried some philosophic strain 
of thoughtful argument. Listening spellbound to Max Nordau’s address and 
recollecting the impulsive, emotional nature of the men who formed the 
majority of the Congress, I expected an outburst of enthusiasm when Max 
Nordau left the rostrum. I confess I never could have imagined the scene 
that followed the conclusion of his address. A wild rush from every part 
of the floor of the great hall and even from the platform—a stampede of men 
wild with delight—and Max Nordau is surrounded by a mass of cheering 
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delegates. Had he possessed the fabled hundred hands he could not have 
gratified the desire of those who wished to feel if only a touch from 
Max Nordau. But he wishes to get back to the platform ; how is he to make 
his way through the surging, struggling mass? The problem is solved for him, 
for, lifted high on delegates’ shoulders, Max Nordau is carried in triumph up 
the platform steps. Then more enthusiasm on the floor of the Congress-hall, 
as Dr. Herzl greets him and Dr. Riilf kisses him, and—strangest scene of all— 
the Rabbis, who are sitting together at one end of the platform, come forward 
in a body, greet him with handshakes, and—bless him! 

These Rabbis are a feature of the Congress in more senses than one. 
Naturally, their strange long coats—some of silk, some of satin, one of velvet 
—their “piyouth” and their velvet caps arrest one’s attention. But it is not 
the “ jiibetze” that makes the Rabbi! The faces of all of them here, betoken 
men of strong individuality, of keen wit, and of much study, whilst a few 
moments’ conversation with them will tell one whenc@they derive the undoubted 
power they possess over large numbers of their fellow-men. It may be that 
away from their homes these Chasidim put on “company manners.” But any- 
way they exhibit here a charming, an enticing demeanour, which makes them 
popular even with those who have a horror of Chasidism, and love not Rabbinism 
in any form. The nice deference they show when conversing with you, allied 
with the knowledge of their superiority that exhibits itself, despite themselves, 
claims for them one’s respect to them personally. So, too, does their evident 
liberality and tolerance towards others, despite the narrowness of their own old 
world religious environment. Above all these Rabbis are the genuine article, 
and no Western compromise, That, I suppose, commands one’s admiration 
and one’s interest. Altogether, the presence of the Rabbis and the 
settlement of the religious question, which their presence — betokens. 
marks a notable advance for Zionism, which was fully recognised by the 
prolonged cheering that greeted them when, they appeared in the Tribune. 
Much of this advance is due to the untiring energies of Dr. Gaster, who 
throughout all the negociations and the arrangements prior to the Congress. 
has been a tower of strength to the movement, in this and every other 
direction. Nor must I omit to mention that Dr. Gaster’s presidency, when 
he took the chair at this afternoon’s and evening’s meetings, was admirable 
in every respect. 

But, if the Congress has shown that- Zionism is not likely to become 
“ Herzlism,” there can be no doubt as to the supreme power over the Delegates 
of Dr. Herzl. A born leader of men, he possesses the means with which every 
leader is invested of making or marring what he has created. But he has recog- 
nised, as I have shown, how his work is not so much to lead, as to fructify the 
creation which must for ever be associated with his name. This he showed in 
his address, which was modest to a degree. His reception I have already 


characterised, but this is not what gave best evidence of his power over Zionists, 


In was when in some discussion, where angry words were interchanged, when 
interjections flew about and irreconcilibility threatened to reign, that Dr. Herzl 
showed his power. By a mere wave of the hand, by a mere gesticulation he not only 
restored order but restored good humour. He seems ready for any emergency, 
and able to overcome everything. ‘“ People think,” said he to me, “that I am 
powerful and able, and that it is I that have transmitted these to Zionism, 
Nothing of the sort—nothing—nothing. It is Zionism that gives us all what 
power we have.’ Here then is the secret of his position in the movement: he 
has faith unbounded. undying, in the cause. It is the kind of faith which one 
sees and feels as something actually tangible. the kind of faith which descries 
what appear to others to be mountains of difficulties to be really mere clouds. 
and which disperses those clouds as by magic. No wonder that Dr. Herzl has 
been able to create such a movement and less wonder that in it he holds the 
power he does. 

That Dr. Herzl has the weaknesses of his strength is not to be wondered at 
It would be impossible that a man whose ideas are so far above ours should be 
able to tread common earth as we do. This, perhaps, accounts for some of the 
apparent errors he makes, that an infinitely more stupid man would never be 


led into. For instance, there was the telegram about the Tsar’s Millenium 


project. Dr. Herzl allowed it to be brought forward at the Congress—in fact 
suspended the business for the purpose. Anyone could have foreseen how its 
introduction would inevitably tear the Congress from end to end into expressions 
of diverse sentiments, especially when it was proposed:to send a telegram to the 
Tsar thanking him in the name of the Conference. How could Russian Jews 
agree to that’? How could Frenchmen consent to send thanks for this demon- 


stration, that in the Franco-Russian Alliance they had been illusionised? How 


could Englishmen show such touching friendliness to the Russian Government 
at this moment? When the matter was brought on we saw at once thata 
grave blunder of tactics had been committed and we looked with anxiety 
at the outcome. But we reckoned without our Herzl. Midst all the 
storm Dr. Herzl alone was calm. Midst all the demonstration of passionate 


excitement, Dr. Herzl stood smiling affably. With a few words, spoken 


almost in a whisper, he satisfied everyone. Nor did he forget to turn 
the incident to the credit of Zionism, for he said afterwards that it, at least, had 
shown how even the most diverse national sentiment could find on Zionism common 
ground. Still, the experiment waS dangerous. A weaker man would never have 
attempted it, and there is always the risk of even the strongest man overreaching 
his strength. I don’t think, for an instant, that Dr. Herzl will ; but then, everyone 
has not the trust in him that he inspires in the delegates that meet him personally, 
Neither does the Russian telegram incident stand alone. It was the same with 
the non-publication of the “ Shekel” balance-sheet ; the same with the delay in 
producing the Bank scheme. They were blunders that would have overwhelmed 
nine men in ten ; Dr. Herzl used them, I must confess, to the undoubted advan- 
tage of his own leadership and of the cause he guides. 

But Dr. Herzl and Dr. Max Nordau were not the only members of Congress 
who have gained the Zionist devotion. M. Bernard Lazare received an ovation 
hardly less enthusiastic. So did Herr Wulfsohn when he unfolded the Bank 
scheme, so did Dr. Bodenheimer and so did the Haham Dr. Gaster. But there 
was none the less adifference. The applause accorded these latter had the ring 
of the tribute of admiration: that accorded to Dr. Herzl and Dr. Max Nordau 
toned loudly and clearly the tribute of unalloyed devotion. 

The personnel of the Congress, as will be seen by a perusal of the list of dele- 
gates, was of “all the talents.” In this little town of Basle there must have 
foregathered as many professors, doctors, Rabbis, authors, journalists, and lawyer® 
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as could in each branch of the profession have supplied a special separate Con- 
ference. Herein is one of the advantages of attending an International Congress 
such as this—one gets to understand how, there is after all, some learni ng, some 
ability, some talent outside England. Indeed, in this regard England showed 
up badly. for its representatives were the least distinguished of any section. Dr 
Gaster and Mr. Bentwich perhaps in this respect minimised our barrenness. But 


then neither of them represented English Constituencies, Not that the Confer-: 


ence was destitute of business ability—merchants and bankers doing huge trades 
wereamongst us. But I mention the professional element because one hears oneself 
so frequently called a fool for being a Zionist. In company of such fools, Lam 
content to be one. 4 

And here is the remarkable point of the Congress—in strong relief with the 
comparative paucity of the personnel of the En Aish representatives is the un- 
doubted English influence that has been exerted. Indeed the net result of the 
second Basle Congress is that Zionism has made a distinct move towards 
England. Indeed it would look as if events were so shaping themselves that the 
Mountain having refused to go to Mahommed, Mahommed is coming to the 
Mountain. The Bank is to be located in England, so is the Colonization Com- 
mission. ‘This may have been the result—probably it was—of England's supreme 
position among all the great Continental Nations, not alone in regard to its 
undoubted stability politically, its security financially, but also its 
unique position towards Jews. Possibly it may have resulted from the 
“osition accorded to Dr. Gaster in the Councils of Zionism. But [ think it is 
also due in no small measure to the thoroughly English methods adopted by the 
English delegates. You did not find them in knots and groups in the passages 
and ante-rooms gesticulating violently and making passionate speeches. Neither 
were they to the fore in the rostrum. Indeed, the English speeches were few. 
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and none of them excepting, of course, Dr. Gaster's powerful adress towards the 
close of the Conference, occupied more than afew moments’ time of Congress. But 
they worked quietly at Committees, at Conferences, and, where necersury, in 
private conversation, with the result that we have seen. It is to be hoped that 
this influence will extend at future Congresses to the order of proceedings, for 
undoubtedly much time was wasted and much needless talk allowed. I was com- 
plaining of this'to a fellow-delegate, when I was interrupted by someone behind 
me who had overheard the remark. “ Never mind,” he said, “then we will get 
to Zion two or three days later.” | 

And if the influence of England has been seen as a result of the Congress, 
so has the spread—the immense spread—of Zionism. The balance of Shexel 
money as evidencing at least a quarter of a million adherents, came asa surprise 
to the most optimist of us. But Zionism cannot live by the enthusiasm that has 

roduced the “shekel” contribution alone. Nor must the optimism of our 
eaders blind us to what is before it in the future. 

Next year’s Congress will be a critical one in every sense of the word, and 
our leaders will do well to recognise this to the full. They have built for 
us a magnificent vessel. We have embarked in fullest confidence of its sea- 
worthiness, and the capacity to guide it of those in charge. But our admiration 
for our vessel, the noble way in which it has slipped its moorings and gone 
past the harbour-bar—the good wishes of those who, refusing to go with us, yet 
heartily wishing us God-speed as they watch us go out to sea—the devotion of 
the crew to those in command—these must not render us careless of the necessity for 
maintaining a vigilant “look-out.” [believe unhesitatingly that Zionism will reach 
its goal. But just because our leaders, and Dr. Herzl in particular, have captured 
our hearts there is the greater necessity for our keeping our heads. And what I 
have seen of representative. Zionists at the Congress tells me that they are 
eminently able and determined to do so. } :

The startling news is published that in an investiga- 
tion by the Minister of War, Colonel Henry was proved 
to be the author of the letter of *‘ October,” 1896, 
ultimately admitted the forgery, and committed suicide 
whilst a prisoner in Mont Valérien. Of the documents 
read by M. Cavaignac in his famous speech in the Chamber one of the most 
important was a letter described as of “ November,” 186, unsigned, which 
was stated to have reached the War Office just before the Castelin inter- 
pellation, and purported to be from one foreign attaché to another, adjuring 
the recipient to say nothing of his relations with Dreyfus. It ran as 
follows :—_ |

which M. Cavaignac could not read) je dirai que jamais j’avais des relations 
avec ce Juif.

The French is like that which the comic French papers put into an Haglish- 
man’s mouth. _M. Trarieux, in the letter we abstract elsewhere, called M. 
Cavignac’s attention to it not for the first time, and earnestly besought him to 
enquire narrowly how the document came to the War Office. If M. Cavaignac 
thus finds his confidence wss abused by one of his most trusted subordinates, 
he may now expose a series of frauds, inadequately described in vulgar 
English as “ the whole bag of tricks.” The conversion of M. Cavaignac was, 
as we said from the first, the best hope for revision ; and, if he is as honest

and sincere a man as he appears to be, he must by now have detected the 


great Dreyfus imposture and be on-his way to rehabilitating the innocent and 


punishing the truly guilty. It will be remembered that Colonel Henry was 
second in rank to Colonel Picquart at the Intelligence Department, thet he was 
a great, strong-looking officer, who had risen from the ranks, that he insulted 
Picquart at the Zola trial, and fought a duel with that gallant officer, who 
adroitly wounded him in the fore-arm. It has long since been evident that more 
than one person has been guilty of foul playin this matter. To Esterhazy must 
be added Henry, and (we fear) Du Paty. It is unnecessary to characterise 
the atrocity of Colonel Henry's crime which be confessed before tragically 
putting an end to his life in the cell in Mont Valérien. Those who have been 
deceived by the plot will now, of course, hasten to repair as quickly as 
possible the consequences of the fatal error which has nearly cost the life of 
Dreyfus, has caused theimprisonment of Picquart, the exile of Zola, and the 
rain of many once prosperous homes in France and Algeria.

forward movement has been made. The end of the Second Congress 
leaves Political Zionism not much further advanced from the point 
where it stood when the First Congress closed. Nor is lr. Herzl’s speech 
calculated to impress waverers and bring them to the fold. There is no 
attempt in it to meet any of the manifold practical objections urged against 
the Scheme. He may imagine they have already been met and refuted. We 
doubt it; and in any case, he who would conquer the minds of awhole people 
should not despise reiteration. But from his sonorous periods there 
emerges one practical proposition. If the communal chiefs he cares 
so little about will not go over and help him, they must be 
prepared to pay the penalty; the Zionists are going to capture the communal 
organisation. ‘“ Are you in favour.of the Zionist programme ?” is to be made 
the test question at all future elections, no matter what the vacancy may be ; 
the paraphernalia of a modern contested election is to be introduced ; politica]

it is entirely a vain and fruitless thing ? If we have adversely criticised the

The more rejoiced are we, then, to notice that the headquarters of the Bank 
and perhaps the next Congress will be in London.

The age in which Russia learns to be peaceful, and 
France and (Germany disarm, while China is thrown open to com- 
merce, might be the commencement of an era of unimagined com- 


mercial prosperity which could not fail to be accompanied. by great | 


intellectual development. The character of the Emperor Nicolas is too well 
known for any doubt that the T’sar means precisely what he says, nor, indeed, 
will the watchfulness of the other military Powers be relaxed until an agree- 
ment is arrived at. Meanwhile, the avowal that such an agreement is hoped 
for is a reassuring fact, and confirms many expectations as to the gradual 
solution of great problems of statesmanship within his own Empire. To 
deal with such questions as the exclusion of the Russian Jews from the 
benefits of equality before the law and educational opportunities requires 
no consultation with foreign Monarchs and Presidents. It needs only the 
Emperor's firm will and persistent enforcement of that will upon his 
lieutenants through an adequate period of time.

M. Laferriere, the new Governor, made his entry into Algiers to-day. The 
town was decorated with flags, and a large crowd was gathered on the quay. In 
the afternoon, before his arrival. some disturbances between Anti-Semites and 
Jews took place in the Rue de la Lyre and in the Rue Babazoun, where the 
shops belonging to Jews were closed. At half-past three the steamer “ Chanzy,” 
flying the flag of the Governor, entered the harbour. An hour later the new 
(Giovernor landed, being received with a salute of twenty-one guns, while the 
troops presented arms. He was welcomed by the civil and military authorities. 
A procession was formed, and the Governor proceeded between two lines of 
troops to the Winter Palace. Cries of “ Long live France.” “Down with the 
Jews,’ were raised by the crowd, while a group of Jews shouted “Long live 
Laferriere.” |

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


St. Pererspure, 28TH Avaust, 1898. 


A recent decision of the Senate has been given to the effect that Jewish 
reservists who began their service under the old régime, but finished under the 
new one, possess the right of free residence in any part of the Empire equally with 
those who served all their time under the old régime. Under the old régime, 
military service lasted 25 years ; but under the present regulations this is reduced 
to three years. 

The holy Synod, which has control of the Orthodox Greek Church, and of 
which M. Pobiedonostzeff is Procurator, has been recently occupied with the 
question “what right should be accorded to the Jewish pupils of the Church 
Schools.” Its decision is, that where Jews in the schools of the Orthodox Greek 
Church do not take the entire course, as, ¢.g., where they omit instructions in the 
Orthodox faith, they are to be accorded no right whatever, and moreover cannot be 
appointed teachers in elementary schools. The cause of Jewish children attend- 
ing such schools at all is the lack of other schools in many small towns. The 
Ministry of Public Education was surprised, though not agreeably so, by the 
petition of the Odessa University, to raise the number of students to be ad- 
mitted to the University from 1) to 25 per cent. The Ministry -has asked the 
University to give minute details concerning the number of students admitted 
in recent years, and generally to make their petition more circumstantial. 

In the Moscow University, where the Jewish students have only been 
admitted in the proportion of three per cent. of the total number, the new order 
has come into force, according to which this percentage is to apply to every 
faculty. At the present time, 900 students are registered at the University, 
which would allow 28 Jews to enter the institution. Usually. all the Jews enter 
the medical and legal faculties. This year, seveh have entered the medical and 
eleven the legal side; nine have had to apply themselves to mathematics and 
one to philosophy, although Jews cannot turn the latter two subjects to any 
practical account whatsoever. | 

To-day, with great ceremony and in the presence of the Emperor and depu- 
tations from every town in the Empire, the memorial to Tsar Alexander IT. 
was unveiled. The reign of this Emperor was the most favourable of all epochs 
for the Russian Jews. Wreaths were laid on the monument by several congre- 
gations. The Moscow Jews were represented by a deputation. | 

The Jewish community in Odessa—one of the greatest and most influential 
in Russia—has been long in search of an Ober Rabbiner, but cannot find suitable 
candidates. As no theological seminary exists in Russia, the synagogues are 
compelled to choose been an uneducated Talmudist or an educated man destitute 
of Talmudic lore. 

According to information received, two candidates are mentioned in Odessa ; 
one, Herr Mase, at present Rabbi in Moscow, and the other, Herr Michael 
Margoulis, the well-known councillor and author. The congregations, however, are 
still inclined to look for other candidates. This question of suitable Rabbis is a 
vexed one with us and is constantly being discussed in the Press. Unfortunately, 
the project of a theological college is still in the embryonic stage. The Orthodox 
Rabbis are doing their best to wreck the scheme ; and recently the Zionists have 
also decided against it. 


Demonstration on Behalf of the Home for Jewish Incurables.— 
The annual demonstration on behalf of the Jewish Home for Incurables, 
organised by the Whitechapel and Spitalfields Costermongers’ and Street-sellers’ 
Union, will take place on Sunday next, the 4th inst. The procession, which will 
include a large number of Jewish and Gentile Trade Unions, as well as repre- 
sentatives of the Portsmouth and Brighton Costermongers’ Unions, will be 
divided into three contingents, viz., West district, Whitechapel district, and 
further East. The Whitechapel contingent will leave “The King’s Arms,” 
Houndsditch, at one p.m., and all three divisions will meet in Quaker Street, 
whence the procession will proceed to the “ Kings’ Arms,” where the proceeds 
of the collections will be handed over to the authorities of the Home. There. 
will be a number of emblematic cars.

CRICKET.—The Jews’ Hospital Cricket Club played its last match of the season last 
Sunday, when an exceptionally fine game was played with the Brady Street Club. In 
spite of the great improvement shown by the Bradyites, whose bowling and fielding 
showed an immense advance on their previous attempts, the Norwood team won a big 
victory by nine wickets. This makes the thirteenth consecutive game for Norwood, which 
has not been defeated once this year, an almost unique circumstance in the annals of school 
cricket.—On Sunday a return match was played on the West Central Jewish Lads’ 
Clubs’ ground at Acton, and resulted ia a victory for the West Central Jewish 
Working Lads’ Club by 6 wickets. For the Bayswater Jewish Lads’ Brigade C. S. Moses 
secured 8 wickets for 16 runs, and A. Moses scored 16 not out in the second innings, L. 
Tobias scoring 11, while for the West Central Jewish Working Lads’ Club A. Cohen took 
6 wickets for 8 runs, and batted well for 13 not out, E. Spegial also scoring well for 12 in 
the first innings, J. Smith batting well for 11,and G. Davis batting well for 13. Total 
scores: West Central Jewish Working Lads’ Club, 42 in the first, and 43 for 4 in the 
second innings; Bayswater, 29 in the first innings, and 55 for 4 declared in the second

War Notes. 


Rabbi Joseph Krauskopf claims the credit of having held the first Jewish 
services in Cuba, at any rate, in the part conquered by the United States. He 
went there as the representative of the National Relief Society, and while 
aboard an auxiliary cruiser one Sunday morning, the Captain called all the crew 
and passengers into the main saloon, where, at his request, Dr. Krauskopf read 
the services, using his Jewish Prayer Book (his own ritual), together with 
hymns of the Commission. He found four Jews in the ship's crew. 

Captain Charles H. Lauchheimer is the title now of a Baltimore boy, who, 
after graduating as Naval Cadet, has gradually risen in the office of the Judge 
Advocate of the Navy. He studied law in order the better to equip himself for 
his work. 

Charles D. Jacob, junr., son of the Mayor of Louisville, who enlisted in the 
United States Cavalry Volunteers, was killed before Santiago in the famous 
cavalry charge at that place. He went forward to drag from the bushes the 
sergeant of his company out of the line of the sharpshooters, when he himself 


was killed. 


Captain Richter, whose death in the storming of Manilla is announced, was 
a Jew. | 

The New York Section of the Council of Jewish Women Red Cross 
Auxiliary has sent to the front 2,000 bed-sheets, 1,800 pillow-cases, 2,000 towels, 
1,000 mosquito net canopies, 1,200 pairs of socks, 1,850 abdominal bandages, 300 
pairs of blankets and 500 pyjamas. Similar work has been done by other Jewish 
women elsewhere. | 


Jottings. 


The cloak-makers of New York City are again on strike. One feature is 
the complimentary manner in which the daily newspapers record the fact that 
on Sabbath day they rest and nearly the whole body, 1,300 in all, attend Divine 
service. | 

An effort is being made by public-spirited Jews in New York City to 
prevent, during the holidays, the scandal of using rooms over and near saloons 
and in tenements for public divine service. An effort will be made to give up 
all the large assembly rooms of the Educational Alliance Building. Five 
thousand people can be accommodated. 3 

The congregation at Atlantic City has aroused a storm of indignation by 
holding a ball for its benefit on the eve of Tisha Ba’ab. It received ample notice 
of the unfortunate choice of date to have changed it. It was at this synagogue 
that the recent Conference of Rabbis and the Jewish Chautauqua was held. 
The Reformers do not believe Tisha Ba'ab commemorates a great misfortune to 
Israel, but rather that the dispersion of the Jews after the fall of Jerusalem 
was part of the Divine programme for the spread of Israel’s mission among 
the nations. But this is the first time it has been turned into a day of joy. 

The Jews of Wilmington, Delaware, have at last a synagogue. It was dedi. 
cated on August 4th. Delaware was settled very early in the history of America 
and from the proximity of Wilmington to Philadelphia it must always have ha 
a number of Jews. Hence the surprise that it has only just had its first syna- 
gogue, and that a building formerly a Lutheran church. 

The Alien Tax Law of Pennsylvania, which would militate against new- 
coming Jews, has been declared unconstitutional, and of an extremely vicious 
nature, | | 

The fifth session of the Liberal Congress of Religions will be held at 
Omaha from October 18 to 23 in connection with the Trans-Mississippi 
Exposition. A call issued to Jews says that the “main purposes of the Con. 
gress are clearly along the lines indicated by the Messianic hopes which are the 
basis to all forms and phases of our religion.” It is signed by the Rev. Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch, Vice-President, Leo Fox, Treasurer, Revs. Jos. Stolz, Isaac 
D. Moses, Isidore Lowenthal, Hannah G. Solomon, of the National Council of 
Jewish Women, and Henrietta G. Frank, of the same organisation. 

Chicago is building a larger and grander Orphan Asylum. In New York 
City, according to the New York World, the children at the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum have been stricken with a terrible epidemic whose nature is not under. 
stood. Five children have died, but a hundred or more are still down with the 
disease. The World is very sensational and unreliable, so I give this for what it 
is worth. 

The Friends’ Charitable Society of Pittsburg, Pa., has given its home fund of 
200 dols. to the Jewish Hospital Association of that city, to swell its 10,000 dols. 
building fund. It has that amount already in hand. | 

The Occidental Colony Company at Wellington Lyon, County Nevada, 
another Russian venture, is about to be closed out by the Sheriff. The property 
cost 14,000 dols., and it was proposed to pay for it out of the products of the 
ground. When unfortunately pressed last July (1897), the President and 
Secretary of the Colony, mortgaged the entire crop to a Carson Bank for 1,500 
dols. The bank is foreclosing now, and the already destitute colonists will have 
been evicted by this time.

New York, is at present acting Mayor of the Metropolis. He has attracted 
attention to himself recently by a strong campaign in suppressing the use of 
indecent language on the streets and in public places. 

Mr. Adam Rosenberg, of New York City, will act for Messrs. Cook in a 
Palestinian pilgrimage to leave New York about the middle of Uctober, and to 


be gone twenty-six days. It is patterned after the recent pilgrimage of the 
Maccabeans. Another one is organizing for next spring. __ 

Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Hertz, of Syracuse, N.Y., has been elected Rabbi of the 
Jewish Congregation at Johannesburg. Dr. Hertz isa graduate of the Theological 
Seminary of New York and of Columbia College, of which he holds his 
Ph. D.; he is a scholar and a student and a man of some literary taste, an able 
thinker and writer, and a graceful speaker. He is an orthodox Jew, a faithful 
disciple of Dr. Sabato Morais, and having considerable force of character, there 
is little doubt that he will figure prominently in his new field. 


Jewish Valour in Cuba. 


The Rev. Dr. Krauskopf, in his narrative of his experiences as Relief Com” 
missioner in Cuba, mentions that Colonel Roosevelt came personally to him to 
tell him of the exceptional valour of the Colonel’s eight Jewish Rough Riders :— 
“One of them, by name of Samuel Greenwald, from Prescott, Ariz., entered as 
a private on April 30th, and is now second Lieutenant, promoted for fighting by 
the side of Roosevelt for two days and nights under constant fire, amidst the 
most daring heroism, Colonel Roosevelt saying that the nation had as much 
reason to be proud of him as he is. Another, by name of Samuel Goldberg, from 
Albuquerque, N. M., 22 years of age, was wounded in the hip, and for two days 
and nights continued fighting at Roosevelt's side under murderous fire, with a 
bullet in his wound, which was not extracted till the fight was over. He showed 
me the smashed bullet. Another, by the name of Samuel Fishell, of Chicago; 


Troop D., First Cavalry Regiment. is only 18 years old, and proved himself a 
brave lad.” |

In spite of unpropitious weather, fully 100 brethren 
assembled. The R.W. District Grand Master, the Very Rev. the Dean of Cape 
Town, who was accompanied by his Grand Officers, performed the ceremony of 
Installation. Several jewels were presented for services during the past twelve 
months, the first year of the existence of the Lodge. The handsome banner of 
the Lodge arrived from England in time to be used on the occasion. Bro. 
Robel has just vacated the post of President of the Cape Town Hebrew 
Congregation, which he had occupied for five years, He still takes an active 
interest in the Hebrew School. | 


- The New Synagogue at Pretoria. 


The new synagogue at Pretoria, of which we have already = some parti- 
culars, was consecrated on Wednesday, August the 17th. It is situated in 
Market Street North, and the total cost, including the site, will be over £8,000. 
Hitherto, a room has been used as a temporary place of worship, which was 
altogether too small for the requirements of the rapidly-increasing number of 
Jewish residents in Pretoria. As may be imagined, this number was consider- 
ably augmented on New Year and the Day of Atonement, when even 
the Caledonian Hall was crowded to excess, and many of the worshippers 
could only find standing room. The question of building the synagogue 
was mooted in the early part of 1895, but nothing practical was 
done until May of last year, when a Committee was formed to raise the 
necessary funds. Subscriptions were raised not only in Pretoria, but also in 
Johannesburg and other parts. However, owing to the commercial 
depression, the whole of the funds could not be collected, and the large balance 
was raised by means of a mortgage loan. Mr. Samuel Marks, with his accus- 


/ tomed generosity, kindly offered to defray the entire cost of the bricks used in 


erecting the structure, and has supplemented the by the presentation of the 
electric light installation and the beautiful electroliers. The total value of the 
contributions of Mr. Marks exceeds £1,500. 

The foundation stone was laid on December Ist last by Mr. Alderman 
Harry Solomon. The synagogue is in the Moorish style of architecture, and is, 
perhaps, the most wring architectural object in the city. In fact it is con- 
sidered to be one of the handsomest places of worship in the Transvaal. 
All the windows are of stained glass, imported from Germany, the large rose 
window at the west end being very beautiful... The design of the Ark is chaste 
and effective. The floor space—6d ft. long by 45 ft. broad—will be occupied by 
seats for gentlemen, and there will be three galleries for ladies ; whilst the 
choir will be seated in a fourth gallery over the entrance hall. 

The arrangements—financial and otherwise—were confided to a Committee 
with Mr. T. Ginsberg as President, Mr. L. Feinberg as Vice-President, Mr. Phil 
Lapin as Hon. Treasurer, and Mr. J. Gompertz as Secretary... Mr. B. Lapin, as 
Chairman of the Building Committee, has rendered invaluable assistance, as have 
also Messrs. Greenberg and §8. Feinberg, whilst Mr. Herman Davis rendered in 
many ways yeoman service. 
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Mr. Oswald John Simon on the Return to 


Palestine. 


In the current number of the Nineteenth Century Mr. Oswald John Simon 
has an article dealing with the Zionist Movement, under the title of “ The Return 
of the Jews to Palestine.” The article presents in somewhat scattered form the 
various objections which have had weight with English Jews in the attitude of 
opposition which they have taken up towards the movement. Our opposition, 
he says, is not due to lack of sympathy with our oppressed coreligionists, but 
“our position is based upon the most solemn conviction that the scheme is a mis- 
taken one. We consider that so far from its tending to bring about a place of refuge 
to persecuted Jews, it will, so to speak, lift them out of the frying-pan into the 
fire. Itis greatly to be feared that the agitation so far as it has gone, has been 
characterised by the cry of despair unattended by a single condition of political 
foresight or statesmanlike sagacity.” We may tabulate Mr. Simon's objections 
as follows :— 
(1.) The Zionist movement cannot possibly be regarded as a fulfilment of 
the religious aspirations of Judaism. The leaders of the movement are 
“avowedly detached from the religion of their people.’ Their followers 
on the other hand, regard Zionism as the fulfilment of Hebrew propiiecy.. 
Zionism is with them an appeal to their religious instincts; but their 
leaders have themselves told us with commendable frankness that the part 
they are taking is quite independent of religious sentiment. It would have been 
one thing if agnostic Jews had joined a movement initiated by the religious party. 
It is quite another for the religious elements to follow those who admit their com- 
plete separation from their followers of religion. Moreover, Divine promises are 
scarcely compatible with the idea of a fifteenth-rate neutral State, dependent, not 
merely upon the suzerainty of Turkey, but also upon the guaranteeing powers of 
Europe, without whom the Ottoman Empire itself would, ere this, have passed: 
away. “It is almost inconceivable,” he says, “ that any Jew, with a remnant of 
the iron spirit which has made his race the heroes of all ages, would accept as a 
final settlement of the so-called Jewish question a condition of political 
impotence and national paralysis. Mr. Simon goes on to quote the Chef 
Rabbi in support of his views, particularly when Dr. Adler, in his sermon 
at the Central Synagogue replying to the argument that opposition to Zionism 
means belief in the Messianic predictions, quotes the rabbinical dictum from 
the Song of Songs :—"I charge you oh ye daughters of Jerusalem that ye stir 
not up nor awake his love until he please.” The rabbis said in reference to 
these words * The Lord has conjured Israel that they shall not seek to obtain 
possession of the Holy Land before the appointed time.” a | 
(2.) Jewish sufferings on the Continent and elsewhere, are no justification 
for an attempt to form a Jewish State in Palestine. The only possible 
argument in favour of such a State would be that it would be a real haven of 
rest and a deliverance from misery to freedom, but so far from this being the case 
“there is every reason to apprehend that the privation and oppression which 
Jews endure in Russia and Roumania would merely be transferred to another 
lace if they could succeed in forming themselves into a separate State in 
alestine.” 
(3.) The backward civilisation of Russia and Roumania, which is largely 
responsible for the misery of Jews at those places, is not, in the nature of things, 
a final condition. Progress of thought and of education most inevitably work a 
change in the state of public opinion in both these countries. To take England 
as an example, “our ancestors,’ says Mr. Simon, “ suffered and waited during 
the dark centuries between the reign of Edward I. and that of Cromwell. 
And now we are part of so many European States existing, not on sutferance, 
but upon the principles of natural human rights.” 
(4.) The whole of Palestine could not contain the Jewish population of the 
world, for it is no larger than Wales. 
(5.) Assuming that the Jews were capable of raising twenty millions of 
money, and that Turkey or Russia would accept it as the purchase price of 
Palestine, would that acceptance be any guarantee of national independence ? 
Moreover, where is the money to come from to build cities, to irrigate the 
country, and establish industries ? 
(6.) The goal of our race is not the same as that of other peoples, such as 
the Servians and Bulgarians, who were struggling for national separateness. 
National separateness is not the goal of Jewish history. Our aim is purely a 
religious one. ‘To preserve in the world the consciousness of a certain defined 
-Monotheism, not quite the same as that taught by Christianity, is the purpose 
for which the Jewish people live on. Jewish nationality if ever it should be 
restored, would be a mere incident in the drama of our history, not necessarily 
and indispensable incident.” 
(7.) There must be unanimity in the case of a communion forming itself 
into a nation. The very opposition on the part of any considerable ininority of 
Jews such as the bulk of the Jewish communities of England and of the United 
States, would ‘pso facto deprive the movement of that condition of Nutional 
' yestoration which is indispensable to it. . 
(8.) There is a deeper objection—a philosophical one—to Zionism. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Simon, progress in the world is advanced not by the multiplication of 
separate nationalities, but rather by the union of races and sects into as few 
political organisms as possible. If it were conceivable to reduce the number of 
on constitutions to one colossal Empire embracing the whole human family, 
aving one common interest, we should attain the loftiest ideal both of the 
Hebrew Prophets and of the Gospels. “ If,” he continues,” we cannot make any 
considerable advance towards that consummation, let us, at all events. abstain 
from a single step backwards.”

The Revs. J. H. Valentine, Aba Reines-Cohen and Jaff« took part in the circuits 
round the Almemmar. In the sermon, Rev, Dr, Salomon defended the practice 
of adorning a place of worship and making it as beautiful as resources would 
permit. In our childhood and youth, he said, we placed a high value upon 
our personal appearance ; yea, we imagined that our future was secured, if we 
understood how to dazzle the world by a striking outward appearance. We 
entered into manhood, and though we took more care of the improvement of 
our soul, we did not disregard the saying of the King: “ He who treats his body 
well, isa pious man.” And even before we are carried to our last resting-place 
our fellow-men pay us the last respect by giving us back to mother earth in a 
state which is intended, though faintly, to reflect the serenity and purity of our 
soul. And when that is the case in our private and home life, how much more 
must we endeavour to bring our surroundings into harmony with the 


play of our inner being; so that everything shall aid us to soar 
aloft on the pinions of devotion to the inevitable Being. The 
house of worship must assume an appearance which would invite 


the visitor to stay there with awe and veneration. The house of worship 
must be to us like the nest is to the bird. “The sparrow has found a house 
and the swallow a nest for herself; but I, thine altars, O Lord of Hosts, my 
King and my God.” In the house of God, he must come to the conviction, 
that he is of Divine origin, a child of the Eternal, “ yea, Israelis My first-born 
child,” to whose glory he hasto live. Before Israel had transgressed, there was 
no need of any specially appointed place, for the Lord was in the midst of her. 
But after they had fashioned a golden calf, God would no longer go up in their 
midst, and Moses erected the Tabernacle. And as long as this hankering for the 
golden calf exists in man, so long as he only devotes all his energy and strength 
to purchase earthly possessions—the most beautiful ornaments, the grandest 
temple, even the finest music cannot excite that devotion, which a simple 
tent—where, however every heart seeks the Lord, yi 5 soul waits upon his 
Creator— suffices to call forth. Pray aloud to your God; use your tongue to 
the praise of the Lord, not like those monks of “ La Trappe, who keep silent 
all their lives, like the rocks among which they labour. Our place of 
worship must be a place of refuge against the temptations of this world, it must 

our greatest treasure, which we cherish as the counsellor of our life's happi- 
ness, the teacher of our posterity, the comforter in the days of affliction, “In 
my distress I called upon the Lord.” Blessed is that distress which throws us 
upon the rock of safety, upon our Heavenly Father, like the mariner 
who, shipwrecked, is thrown upon the rock of refuge. They who 
pass through the valley of tears, even they will bless Thee and praise their 
teacher.” Out of this house of divine armament, the Israelite takes his 


— 


buckler with bim, to shield him against the disadvantages of life and 
its misfortunes. Let us not confine our visits only to Feast Days, or to that 
Feast day which will soon call us together, but let the place of worship be a 
real home to us, where we find rest, comfort, and shelter, like the bird in its 
nest. But the principal outcome ofour visiting the House of God must be to 
cherish brotherly feeling one to another, and that no discord sball disturb the 
sacred barmony, but shall inspire us to join our efforts for the common welfare 
= = pecs fulfilling the great Mosaic precept: “Love thy neighbour as 
yself,
